BRAZIL. 
A POST-OFFICE ON THE GRAB-BOX PLAN. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribu;-c.  - 

WASHINOGrOR, D. C., March 7.—The condition 
of the mail service in Brazil is strikingly Hlus- 
trated in a letter recently received from the 
United States Consul at Para. It is manifest 
that this country would have derived but few 
advantages if the Brazilian subsidy scheme had 
been successful so far as relates to the extension 
of additional postal facilities. The letter states 
that there is no delivery to Americans in Brazil 
such as is provided by the Berne Postal Treaty, 
to which Brazil became a party ip 1877. 
The mail for foreigners, the Consul writes, is 
thrown in a heap, letters and papers, on a public 
table, where any and every person who chooses 
may at any time handle them over and appro- 
priate whatever and whichever they like, and 
those who do not care to take their letters in

LAMAR. 
JEFF DAVIS AND HIM GLORIFIED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuincton, D. C., March 7.—Following is 
the text of the main portion of the Lamar 
speech in reply to Mr. Hoar in the debate upow 
the Mexican Pension bill, which bas just been 
printed. 

Mr. Lamar—The only difference between my- 
self and Jefferson Davis is, that his exalted 
character, his pre-eminent talents, his well- 
established reputation as a statcsman, as a 
patriot, and as a soldier,enabled him to take the 
lead in a cause to which I consecrated myself, 
and to which every fibre of my heart responded. 
There was no distinction between insult to him 
and the Southern people, except that he was 
their chosen leader and they his enthusiastic 
followers, and there bas been no difference 
since.

Opposition of the Boston Board of Trade to 
an Extension of the Patent on This Impor- 
tant Instrument in the Manufacture of 
Foot-Wear.' 

—s Spectat Dispatch to The Tribune. 


* Boston, Mass., March 7.—The Board of Trade 


has had the MeKay sewing-machine case under 
consideration for three weeks, and bas heard 
evidence for and against the extension of the 
patents, and, although some question was raised 
that the Board had no business to interfere, it 
has gone abead in the matter, and to-day de- 
fended its action by adopting the report of a 
Special|\Committee on the subject. The report 
sets forth that an extension or renewal of a 
patent by act of Congress, under the cirtum- 
stances becomes special legislation, always to 
be deprecated, and demanding in such a case 
the very strongest reasons in behalf of the 
patentee for its justification to compensate the 
public for this additional tax for his benefit. The 
precedent to be thuscreated, unless made with the 
strongest justifying circumstances, must be re- 
garded with grave apprehension as being direct- 
ly adverse to the policy of the Government, 
Each infra¢tion tends to make others more 
easily accomplished. In the resolutions, testi- 
mony, and discussion before the Committee, it 
appeared that the Association bas conducted its 
business with great financial and mechapical 
success, and in a manner highly acceptable 
to those with which it has direct dealings, 
so that a very large proportion of those paying 
a royalty under the patent signify a desire that 
its term may be extended, also that verv liberal 
terms and conditions are proposed to them by 
the Assoctation in the future should their term 
be extended; but the consideration of pres- 
ent personal convenience aud interest, how- 
ever tempting, should not hide the importance 
of general principles and the danger 
in departing trom them. Moreover, the implied 
advantages to be derived pecuniarily by the ex- 
tension asked for must come ultimately from 
the public at large, the manulacturers and 
dealers in shoes being simply the chanucls 
through which the contributions will de con- 
to the patentees in the event 
the extension being granted, 
while the people will be required to 
serve another seven years for that which may be 
considered rithtfully theirs already. As a 
Board of Trade every fibre of our organization 
should be enlisted to reduce in every possible 
way all costs of production, as wel! as of trans- 
portation, and to remoye every impediment to 
commerce. The following resolutions are the 
sentiments of the Board: 

That the Boston Board of Trade are opposed, on 
gcneral principles, to special legislation for the 
extension of patent rights, believing that such 
action is against the establisbed policy of the coun- 
try, and not justified unless it is clearly shown 
that neither the inveutor nor the owners theieof 
have received an equitable compensation for the 
invention. | 

That in the case of the McKay Sewing Machine 
Association, while they seem to have conducied 
their business most acceptadly to those dealing 
with them, we see no adequate cause, from the 
evidence presented, to depart from the established 
policy of the country.

Dental College prostrate from some vegetable 
poison. Immediate restorafives were effective 
and he recovered. On that night it appears he 
was called before the Faculty to account for 
money received fn his official capacity as Dean 
of the College. He did not come, and an 
investigation proved that he was a defaulter 
to the extent of $19,000. Owing to 
his — 1 pe services in his profession, the 
deficienty was covered up by contributions, but 
the pressure of other indebtedness brought the 
Doctor to despair, and his second attempt on bis 
life was successful. The dentists of the country 
have been called upon to contribute to aid the

PERJURY.

Vincennes, Ind, March 6.—Three indict- 
ments, charging Elisha Hyatt with perjury, 
were quashed to-day in the Circuit Court at 
Washington, Ind.; also, the indictment against 
M. Krebs, editor of the Washington Gazette, for 
eubornation of perjury. The perjury was al- 
leged to have been committed at the last Oc- 
tober election,—Ayatt being a prominent Re- 
publican, and Krebs editor of the Republican 
organ. ‘The evidence showed that Hyatt acted 
under a misapprehension as to the wording of 
the affidavits he made when swearing-in three 
voters whose right to vote was challenged. He 
is a prominent and wealthy citizen, and citizens 
generally acyuit him of any dishonorable in- 
tentions. Tom Person, whose State’s evidence 
caused the issufng of these indictments, pleaded 
guilty toacharge of perjury, and was com- 
mitted to the County Jail for three months. 

FINED,

Mn wax, Wis., March 7.— Frank McKin-

Cetewayo not only struck 
Shepstone as being entirely frank 
and straightforward in all his communica- 
as being a man of great 
ability and force of chareter. He had a power 
of seizing the essence of the considerations that 
were laid pefore him, and a contempt for super- 
flous verbiage which would have delighted the 
author of the epigram, that “Speech is mlvern, 
but silence golden.” In the course of one of 
Mr. Shepstone’s interviews, held with the new 
King in full council, when some of the old men 
were fencing after the manner of Polonious with 
with one of the English proposals, he suddenly 
rose up and bade them all be silent. ‘Silence, 
ali of vou,“ he erfed. “You are like the wind, 


which says nothing when be speaks. Don’t 
you see what my father means!“ Then he pro- 
ceeded to lay clearly before them the exact 
point for which Mr. Shepstone was contending, 
and to demonstrate its reasonableness. 

Our Commissioner had no difficulty in ob- 
taining the assent of r to all the con- 
ditions on which the English Government was 
Willing to give him our friendship and moral 
suppcrt, and he was convinced besides that the 
new ruler was thoroughly alive to the value of 
our friendship, and tu.ljy-minded to do bis ut- 
most to deserve it. But it was not to be dis- 
cuised that, absolute as Cetewayo was in Zulu- 
land, he hed great difficulties in carrying out 
to the full all his engagements. It was all very 
well for him to promise that henceforth indis- 
criminate bloodshed was to cease; that no Zulu 
should be put to death without open trial and 
the subsequent sanction of the King, and that 
minor punishments should be substituted for 
death in the case of trivial offenses. But 
he hai a turbulent people to reckon 
with, who inherited military traditions, 
and of these traditions he as well as 
they were proud, Cetewayo, in short, like 
Napoleon IIL, had an uncle, the great Chaka, 
the founder of the Zulu power. It was neces- 
sary for Cetewayo that he should prove himself 
a worthy member of his dynasty, and, between 
bumoring the thirst of his young men for mili- 
tary renown, which he was himself too old and 
too fat to aspire to, and consulting the true in- 
terests of bimself and his people by keeping on 
good terms with the British, he had a very dif- 
ficult part to play. But be gave an earnest of 
his good intentions at the time of his accession 
by making a much less indiscriminate slaughter 
of dangervus persons than was the custom of 
the country; and the prudence with which he 
had acted t»roughout his long tenure of the 
position of heir-apparent and Induna, or Prime 
Minister, of his father, was another good guar- 
antee of his peaceful tendencies, 

In Cetewayo’s youth, forty years ago, the 
great military system—great, that is to say, for 
a savage African tribe—which his uncie Chaka 
had founded, and Dingaan, another of bis 
cocles, baa used with terrible effect against the 
Dutch colonists of Natal, was utterly shattered 
by a small band of brave Dutch farmers, under 
the leadership of Andries Pretorius. Io the 
course of the struggle Dingaan was assassinated, 
and the Dutch proclaimed Umpanda, Cetewayo’s 
father, King in bis stead. Umpanda was then 
old and fat as Cetewayo is now, becoming so fat 
eventaally that he had to be lifted in and out of 
the state carriage. This obesity and the whole- 
some lesson which his brother had received 
from the Dutch, indisposed Umpanda to an 
aggressive policy, and Cetewayo, his eldest son, 
bold auc “aterprising, and gifted with much of 
the ability uf the most renowned warriors of 
his familv, became the hope of the young men, 
who sighed for the former glory of their 
tribe. An opposition arose in the Court of 
Zululand, such as has often existed between 
sovereigns and beirs-apparent in more civilized 
countries. It says not a little for the self-control 
of the young savage chief that he did not, iu 
accordance with a custom which had more than 
once been honored in the observance in Zulu- 
land, put bis fat old father out of the way, and 
mount the throne in his stead. It shows how 
profoundly. even in the heat of youhfui blood, 
he was impressed by the power of bis neighbors 
across the Tugela River in Natal. He had seen 
the Dutch farmers, Whos had defeated bis uncle 
in a pitched battle, 400 to 12,000 in, their turn 
driven out of Natal by a handful of English sol- 
diers. This was a lesson of his own insignifi- 
cance as compared with bis powerful neighbors, 
which was not lost upon him. He allowed Um- 
pandas to keep the throne out of which he could 
have turned him with the ready assent of his 
people, and cultivated friendly relations with 
tne English in Natal. 

The one thing which caused any bitterness be- 
tween Cetewayo and the Natal Government 
during the thirty-two years in whieh he waited 
patiently for his father’s demise—a patience 
which is probably unprecedented in the annals 
of South Atrican tribes—was an incident which 
illustrates the terms on which power is held in 
savage States. Cetewayo, as the eldest son, and 
the bravest and most capable, naturally looked 
forward to be his father’s successor. But for 
that very reason he was the object of Umpan- 
da’s particular jealousy, and thought he bad 
reason to believe that another brother would be 
nomivated to the succession. This led to quar- 
reis and threats, and some of Cetewavo's 
younger brothers, fearing that he might make 
sure of the succession by making a clean 
sweep of his rivals, collected a body 
of their herents, and made off for 
Natal, with the intention of invokifig English 
protection. Cetewayo at once gave chase, and 
in a Dioody battle five of his brothers were slain, 
thus leaving his path to the throne compara- 
tively clear. Bat Umpanda had two other sons 
left alive, and these be placed under the protec- 
tion of the authorities at Natal. , 

The upshot of the civil war was, that in a 
council of Zulu notables tt was decided that 
though Umpanda the Fat was a very good 
bead“ for the Zulu State, it also needed 
“bands” and feet,“ and that while Umpanda 
remained Kin Cetewayo must be appointed 
Prime Minister. This was done with the formal 
assent of the Govervor of Natal in 1856, and

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in particular, be always professed

King’s antecedents may help them to under- 
stand better bis character and position,

An Interview on the Ohio Governorship—In- 
fluence That the Coming Election is to 
Have on the Presidential Contest.

The Hon. Charles Foster was met by a Herald 
correspondent to-day and interrogated as fol- 
lows: 

‘* Will you accept the Republican nomination 
for Governor, if it is offered?’ 

„ have said to my friends that I regarded 
the canvass in Ohio this year asone of im- 
menseimportance in its bearing upon the can- 
vas of 1880. The Democratic party is rapidly 
assuming its old position of subserviency to the 
South. All legislation that looks to the protec- 
tion of the colored peaple and the white Repub- 
licans of the South will be repealed 80 far as 
they are able to accomplish it. The guarantees 
of the constitutional) amendments are sought 
to be abrogated by a restoration of the doctrine 
of State-rights, as illustrated m the Morgan 
resolutions, whith received the indorsement of 
all the Democrats of the Senate. The two 
Houses are at this time at 4 dead-lock upon the 
demand of the Vemocrats that the army shall 
not be used to preserye the peace at elections, 
and, when the proposition to repeal ail laws 
that look to the 3 conduct of Con- 
gressional elections brought up, they cry, 
„Free ballut.’*? whieh, in fact, meaos Free 
fraud. The Northern Democracy are rapidly 
yielding to the logic of a solid South by becom- 
ing subservient tools of the Southern wing of 
the party. The maintenance of resumption, so 
essential to the well-being of the country, 
will be greatly imperiled by the ‘success 
of the Democrate in Ohio this year. 
These among many other reasons 
operate with me in reaching the con- 
clusion that the Republicans should not make a 
mistake in the selection of their candidates. 
While the issues will doubtless rise above men, 
yet the personnel of the ticket will have more 
or less influence upon the result. While I 
greatly distrust my ability to successfully lead 
the canvass, yet, if| the Republicans of Ohio 
think I ought to accept their nomination for 
Governor, 1 will do so. i will not enter Into 
any combinations whatever to secure it. it is 
said in certain quarters that I will lose the votes 
of a portion of the party known as ‘stalwarts.’ 
if this is true, I ought not to be the candidate, 
however unjust I know the ground of their op- 
position to be.“ 

„What do vou think of the probabilities of 
the success of the Republicans this year“? 

„The Republicans never failed to carry the 
State when they made an active campaign. 
This will be done tis year, and I have no doubt 
of Republican success.“ 

“ * influence will the Nationals have in 
Onio!“ 

„ think they will maintain the party or- 
gantzation, but I do not believe their vote will 
he as large this year as last. If the Thurman- 
Rice programme is success ful, their vote may be 
larger, but at the expense of the Demecrats.

The general opinion 
seemed to be that the production of pure butter 
would make oleo“ so undesirable an article 
that consumers wouldn’t touch it, but it didn’t 
seem to occur to the pure-butter makers that 
the average consumer cannot tell and hag no 
certain means of telling the stuff when he sees 
it, unless he await, the resülts of a chemical 
analysis or a microscopical examination before 
he spreads it on his bread.

SALT. 

Mr. George E. Gooch offered the following: 

Whereas, A duty of 12 cents per 100 ponnds 
is now charged on all dairy salt imported by 
this country, which is unnecessary for the protee- 
tion of home manufacture, owing to the much 
higher cost of foreign salts than those of Syracuse 
aud Saginaw and other home brands; 

Wurnwas, The dairy interest of this coun re- 
quires large importations of foreign dairy salt for 
the successful manufacture of produc:s, large 
quantitres of which are taken by th 
salt is imported from, and which country charges 
no tariff on their imports of American butter and 
cheese, but admits same duty free; therefore be it 

Resoived, That ths Association, through its 
Vice-Presidents of twenty-six different States here 
represented, urge upon their various representa- 
tives in Congress the total abolition of this tax on 
dairy salts, which the farming and dairy interests 
in all the best agricultural districts of this country 
are using every day. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of this Association 
forward these resolutions to the Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the next Congress. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

The same gentleman also offered the follow- 
ing, which was adopted without debate: 

Wauenrneas. The Legislature of the State of New 
York, having now the question before them of 
abolishing the Erie Canal-toll of $1.90 per ton on 
foreign salt, 

Resolved, That this Association believes it to be 
for the best interests of this country, and more es- 

cially of the butter and cheese-prodacing dis- 
— of which the Empire State forms so impor- 
tant a part, that this excessive toll should be at 
once removed, as it is an unjust and an indirect 
tax on every farmer and dairyman in the East and 
West; 

Resolved, That the foregoing resolution be for- 
warded atonce by the ogg yer | to the Speaker of 
the New York Legisiature at Albany, now assem- 
bled. 

The Convention then took a recess until 2 
o' clock. a 

The Convention reassembled at about 3 
o’clock, Mr. Gooch presiding. 

Mr. Hibbard’s motion, made at the morning 
session, providing for the holding of the next 
Convention the first Wednesday in May, 1880, 
was then taken up, and Mr. Luse, of lowa; 
moved to amend by making it the last Wednes- 
day in April. The amendment prevailed. By 
a subsequent motion, and after an immense 
amount of talk on the merits and demerits of 
various cities in which to hold the next Conven- 
tion, the selection of a place was left to the 
President and Secretary. 

A communication from‘ Mr. Theodore Berg- 
ner, of New York, on the Patent Centrifugal 
Creaming Frocess was received, but not read, 
and ordered published. Another communica- 
tion from Walter Carr & Co., on Butter Pack- 

es, was received, and its publication made 
discretionary with the Secretary.

MR. D. H. TOLMAN, 

of this city, on Refrigerator Room on Board 
Ocean Steamers.“ Mr. Tolman spoke of the 
necessity of refrigerator room on ocean vessels, 
stating that he had found it impossible to send 
amery butter abroad under the accommoda- 
ons, or lack of accommodations, now fur- 
nished. If there were better accommodations, 
creamery butter would sell better than the 
dairy product in Eurove: but, as it was, dairy 
butter brdught better prices than the creamery. 

Mr. Sherman didn’t see how it was, but ad- 
mitted that Mr. Tolman's arguments, being for- 
tified by experience, were of a knock-down 
character, and not easily controverted. 

Mr. Tolman said the difficulty lay in the fact 
that, without refrigerator room, the butter 
would not keep. During thé coming season it 
was his intention to slip to any point which 
could be reached by a refrigerator car. 

Mr. Jules Lumbard stated that the Star Unton 
Line proposed to establish in a very short time 
ap ice route to Liverpool, via Philadelphia. 

Mr. Simpson, of Boston, said there was a 
daily line from Boston to Liverpool which had 
agreed to provide refrigerator room when the 
trade demanded it. 

Mr. Dougiass, of New York, hoped that agita- 
tion of this subject would spur up the various 
steamship lines to furnish refrigerator facilities, 
and he had faith that it would. 

Mr. Kennard, of Baltimore, expressed similar 
semiments as to the beneiits of agitation in 
regard to this subject, and intimated that the 
New York steamship lines needed a special 
spurring up. , 

Ou motion of Mr. Odell, of Chicago, a eom- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. E. G. Butler. D. 
E. Wood, and George E. Gooch, was appointed 
to do the spurring.“ 

Mr. George E. Laurence stated that the Mer- 
chans’ Dispatch Transportatinn Company was 
now furnishing refrigerator facilities for the 
transportation of dairy produce to Europe. 

Mr. Hibbard hoped somebody would speak of 
cold storage. 

Judge Tiffany gave vent to some thoughts in 
the same live as those advanced the day before 
when he spoke of the best methods for preserv- 
ing butter, poultry, etc., and insisted on low 
temperatures and complete insulation from the 
influence of the outside atmosphere. 

Mr. Albro admitted that 

COLD STORAGE 


was agood thing if it was applied to butter 
when the butter was pure and sweet, and that, 
with a temperature of 36 degrees, it would re- 
main in good condition. But no amount of cold 
storage would make bad butter good, or even 
keeping it from growing worse. 

Judge Tiffany suggested that the gentleman 
hadn’t observed the well-defined principles of 
‘* insulation.”’ 

Mr. Ingraham, of New York, speaking from 
ut any great amount of 
stock in cold storage, believing that what was 
needed was fresh goods and rapid consumption 
of them, witn proper attention to transporta- 
tion en route. 

After some further expression of varying 
opinions on this very much unsettled question, 
the matter was dropped. 

Mr. W. W. Dexter offered a series of resolu- 
tions expressing the thanks of the Association 
to John B. Drake & Co., to the local press for 
their minute reports and their wide-spread dis- 
semination of the Convention’s proceedings, and 
tothe Secretary of the Board of Trade. The 
resolutions were adopted, as was also a resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Baker expressive of the As- 
sociation’s thanks tothe presiding officer and 
the genial Secretary. 

The Association then adjourned, to meet on 
the last Wednesday in April, 1880.

THE COURTS. 


Interested in Oil---Damages 


Against a Railroad 
Company. 


Those Suits for Damages for Fail- 
ing to Open Dearborn 
Street. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, 
Criminal Business, Etc. 


A bill was filed in the Superior Court yester- 
day by Gilbert Hubbard, John L. Stockton, 
Louis D. Hoard, and John V. Le Moyne against 
the Chicago Petroleum & Mining Company, 
Hugh Maher, D. W. Mitchell, L. B. Mitchell, 
William J. Tewksbury, Henry Greenebaum, O. 
F. Badger, and A. Wise, to wind up the affairs 
of the Company. The corporation was organ- 
ized in 1865, in the days of betroleum specula- 
tion, under the laws of Pennsvivania, but its 


' office was to be in Chicago, a judicious distance 


from the seat of excitement and danger. The 
proper officers were elected, and the Company’s 
affairs ran along peaceably until June 17, 1874, 
when a meeting of stockholders was held 
and Hugh Maher, W. J. Tewksbury, L. B. 
Mitchell, D. W. Mitchell, O. F. Badger, Henry 
Greenebaum, and Gilbert Hubbard were chosen 
Directors. This was the last meeting of the 
kind ever held. Since then D. W. Mitchell, 
‘Tewksbury, Badger, and Greenebaum have gone 
into bankruptcy but the books do not show who 
owns their stock now, and the parties still con- 
‘tinue to hold their place on the Board. At that 
time this Board owned a majority of the stock, 
and had possession of all the Company’s prop- 
erty, but they have since (except Hubbard) con- 
spired together to get possession of the Com- 
papy’s property for their own use and advantage 
by refusing to call a meeting of the stockhold- 
ers so that new Directors might be chosen. 

Complainants further charge that the Direct- 
ors have converted large sums of the Company 
to their on use; that Maher, acting as Super- 
intendent, has sold some of the Company’s land 
in Pennsylvania to A. H. Bronson and pocketed 
the cash proceeds of the sale, only accounting 
for the notes taken in part payment. The Di- 
rectors also have squandered large sums in 
giving fat salaries, and have kept the books so 
that it is impossible to ascertain the condition 
of affairs. The remaining property of the cor- 
poration is advertised to be sold this morning 
at llo’clock at the old office of the German 
Savings Bank, No. 76 Fifth avenue. The com- 
plainants charge the present Board of Directors 
do not represent a majority of the stock, and 
are not authorized to sell out the Company’s 
property. They therefore ask for an injunction 
to prevent the sale. for an account, and the ap- 
pointment of a Receiver to wind up the Com- 
pany’s affairs. 

DECISION OF THE APPELLATE COURT. 

Judge Bailey, of the Appellate Court, yesterday 
filed his opinion in the case of the Lake Shore 
& Michigan Southern Railroad Company vs. 
Abraham Berlink. This wasa suit by Berlink 
against the road to recover for personal dam- 
ages caused by being knocked down and in- 
,jured by an engine at the Harrison street cross- 
‘ing. He claimed the engine was ranning at a 
higher rate of speed than was allowed by law, 
and the Judge in the court below instructed the 
jury that if they believed the engine was going 
at a higher rate of speed than six miles an hour, 
as limited by law, they might conclude the ac- 
cident was owing to. negligence, and find 
for the plaintiff. They returned a verdict 
for $4,000 in favor of Berlink, from which 
the Company appealed. Judge Bailey said that 
by the lawa plaintiff could not recover when 
bis own negligence had materially contributed 
to cause the accident complained of, unless his 
negligence was slight, and that of the defendant 
great in comparison. The Court below, how- 
ever, by its instructions, seemed to hold that 
the plaintiff ought to recover in any event if 
the engine was running at an filegal rate of 
speed. The statute of 1865 on railroads, as con- 
strued by the Supreme Court, made railroad 
companies absolutely liable for all injuries to 
persons when runing at an illegal rate of 
speed, unless the negligence of the party in- 
jured was gross or willful. But that 
was a presumption merely, susceptible 
of being rebutted. by proper evidence. 
Both the sections of the law of 1865 on 
this subject had been incorporated in the law of 
1874, being, however, consolidated into one sec- 
tion. The question then arose whether, in the 
absence of gross negligence on the part of the 
injured party, the Compauv, was liable abso- 
lutely or only presumptively, with the right to 
rebut such presumption by proof. The Judge 
thought the latter was the case, and that only 
bv interpreting the law in that way could ail 
parts of it have anv effect. The instruction of 

the Court below, being based on the contrary 
assumption, was, therefore, erroneous. It was 
also erroneous because it gave an undue 
prominence to the question of the rate of 
speed at which the engine was moving, and 
failed to give due weight to the rebutting testi- 
mony. The case was, therefore, reversed and 
remanded. 
THE WHISKY MEN. 

A couple of indicted whisky men, Andrew 
Cocuran and John F. Brown, faced the music 
yesterday morning before Judge Blodgett and 
took their sentence without a wink. Cochran, 
after pleading. guilty, was inclined to try and 
get off as easy as possible. He filed an affidavit 
setting up that he was an innocent, barmless 
teamster—that was all; that he never was 
engaced in the whisky business himself, but 
was employed by Rue P. Hutchins as a tcam- 
ster. He allowed Hutchins to use his name, 
however, just for convenience sake, but often 

rotested against it, but to no purpose. When 
the reign of terror began, in 1875, Cochran took 
a trip to Canada, not because he was guilty, but 
in de“erence to the -wishes of his friends. He 
says be has alwavs been anxious to return and 
face the danger, but at the request of Hutchins 
bas staid away until the present time. Other 
affidavits were read tending to show that 
Cochran was only a teamster in Hutchins’ em- 
ploy. Judge Blodgett, however, did not appear 
to place any great contidence iu these state- 
ments, and sentenced Cochran to pay a fine of 
$1,000, and to spend the next ten days in exam- 
ining the interior of Cook County Jail. 

Johu F. Brown, one of the ie Sable batch, 
was sentenced to pay a fine of $1,000, and to 
thirty days’ imprisonment in the County Jail. 

DEARBORN STREET OPENING. 

About six weeks ago Henry M. Shepard, 
Patrick O'Neil, E. F. Pulsifer, and several other 
property owners commenced suits against the 
City of Chicago to recover large damages. The 
declarations were filed vesterdav, and show 
that the cause of action is based on the failure 
of the city to pay the damages awarded the

CALIFORNIA CONSTITUTION. 
The following is a copy of the article adopted 
by the California Constitutional Convention on 
the Bubject of revenue and taxation: 


Sxc. 1. All property in the State, not exempt un- 
der the laws of the United States, shall be taxed 
‘in proportion to its value, to be ascertained as 

rovided by law. The word ‘* property,” as used 

n this article and sections, is hereby declared to 
include muneys, credits, bonds, stocks, dues, 
franchises, and a!! other matters and things capa- 
ble of private ownership, real, personal, and 
mixed; provided, that growing crops, property 
used exclusively for public schools, and such as 
may belong to the United States, this State, or to 
any county or municipal corporation within this 
State, shall be exempt from taxation. The Legis- 
lature may provide, exceptin the case of credits 
secured by mortgage or trast-deed, for a deduc- 
tion from credits of debts due to bona fille residents 
of this State. 

Sec. 2. Land, and the improvements thereon, 
shall be separately assessed, Cultivated and un- 
cultivated land, of the same quality, and similarly 
situated shall be assessed at the same value. 

Sec. 3. Every tract of land containing within its 
boundaries more than one Government section, 
and which has been surveyed by the United States 
Government, shall be assessed for the purposes of 
taxation by eectionsor fractions of sections. The 
Legislature snall provide by law for the assessment 
in email tracts of all lands not surveyed by the 
United States Government. 

Sec. 4. A mortgage, deed of trust, contract, or 
other obligation oy which a debt is secured, shall. 
for the purposes of assessment and taxation. be 
deemed and treated as an interest in the property 
affected thereby. Except as to railroad and other 
quasi-public corporations, in cases uf debts, so se 
cured, the valae of the property affected by such 
mortgage, decd of trust, contract, or obligation, 
leas the value of such security, shall be assessed 
and taxed to the owner of the property, and the 
value of such security shall be assessed and taxed 
to the owner thereof, in the country, city, or dis- 
trict in which the property affected thereby is 
situate. The taxes so levied shal! de a lien upon 
the property and security, and maybe paid by 
either party to such security; if paia by the owner 
of the security, the tax 80 levied upon the prop- 
erty affected thereby shall becomea partof the 
debt so secured; if the owner of the property shall 
pay the tax so levied on such security, it shall con 
stitute a payment thereon, and to the extent of 
such pores a full discharge thereof: provided, 
thatif any euch security or indebtedness shal! be 
paid by any such debtor or debtors, after assess- 
ment and before the tax levy, the amount of such 
levy may likewise de retained by such debtor or 
debtors, and shall be computed according to the 
tax levy for the preceding year. 

Sec. 5. Every contract hereafter made, by which 
a debtor is obliged to pay any tax or assessment on 
money loaned, or on any mortgage, deed, or trust, 
or other lien, shall, as to any interest specified 
therein, and as to such tax or assessment, null 
and void, 

Sec. 6. The power of taxation shall never be 
surrendered or suspended by any grant or contract 
to which the State shall bee party. 

sc. 7. The Legislature shall have the power to 
provide by law for the payment ot all taxes on 
real property by installments. 

Sec. 8. The Legislature shall by law require 
each taxpayerin this State to make and deliver to 
the County Assessor, annually, a statement, under 
oath, setting forth specificaily ali the real and per- 
sonal property owned by such taxpayer, or in his 
possession, or under his control, at 12 o'clock me- 
ridian on the first Monday of March. 

Sec. 9. A State Board of Equalization, consist- 
ing of one member from each Congressional Dis- 
trict in this dtate, shall be elected by the oualfied 
electors of their respective disiricts, at tne general 
election to be he!d in the year 1879, whose term of 
office after those first elected snail be four years. 
wiiose duty it shall be to equalize the valuation of 
the taxabie property of the several counties in the 
State for the purpose Of State taxation. The 
Comptroller of State shall be ex-officio a member 
of said Board. The Boards of Supervisors of the 
several counties of the State shall constitute Boards 
of Equalizanon for their respective counties, whose 
duty itshall be to equalize the valuation of the 
taxable property in the county for the purpose of 
taxation; provided, said State and County Boards 
of Equalization are hereby authorized and emvow- 
ered, under such rules Of notice as the County 
Boards may precribe, as to the county assessments, 
and under such rules of notice as the State Board 
may prescribeas to the action of the State Board. to 
in¢rvase or lower the entire assessment roll. or any 
assessment contained therein, so ag to equalize 
the assesement of the property contained in said 
assessment roll, and make the assessment conform 
tothe true value in money of the property con- 
tained in said roli. 

Sec. 10. The franchise, roadway, road-bed. rails, 
and rolling stock of all railroads in this State oper- 
ated in more than one county shall be assessed by 
the State Board of Equalization at their actual 
value, and the same shail be apportioned to the 
counties, cities and counties, towns, townships. 
and districts in which such railroads are located 
in proportion to the number of miles of railway 
iaid in such counties, cities and counties, cities, 
towns, townships, and districts; and all other 
property of railroads shall be assessed by the coun- 
ties in which such property is situated. 

Sec. 11. Income taxes May be assessed to and 
collected from persons, corporations, ne saath eg 
associations, or companies resident or doing busi- 
ness in this State, or any One or more of them, in 
such cases and amounts and in such manner as 
shall be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 12. The Legisiature shall pass all laws nec- 
essary to carry out the provisions of this article. 

Sec. 13. The Legislature shall provide for the 
levy and collection of an annual voll-tax of not 
less than $2 on every male inhabitant of this State 
over 21 and under 60 years of ave, except paupers, 
id‘ots, insane persons, and Indians. Said tax shall 
be paid into the State School Fund.

Mistake About the Chinese Corrected.

The character of the Brazilian postal 
service was probably unknown to the patri- 
otic Senators who gave their votes in aid of 
Mr. Roacn’s magnificent subsidy scheme. 
Advices fresh from the Capital of the great 
South Ameriean Empire, however, throw 
much light on this point, if, indeed, light 
can penetrate such a barbaric system as 
the Brazilian mode of managing the 
mails. We are told that all foreign mail 
bags on their Jarrival in Rio are emptied of 
their contents in some public place, and 
foreigners, who are supposed to know

Their demand 
for the repeal of the National Election law, 
and their refusal to vote money for carrying 
on thé Heneral Government unless that de- 
mand be conceded, furnish the opportunity 
for reviving this issue. It is to be taken up 
just where Buonmanan left it when he went 
out of office. It is to be urged in local as well 
as State and national elections. It is to cut 
some figure even in our city election next 
month. The return of Carrer H. Harzison, 
whom the anti- national Democrats expect to 
run for Mayor, and the speeches made at the 
public reception given him with a view to his 
candidature, revealed the intention to make 
State Sovereignty over National Union the 
rallying cry even in municipal contests. This 
statement will be found to be fully borne 
out by the following extracts from the wel- 
coming address made by CnaRLIIA Cameron 
and in Mr. Harrrson’s response. Mr. Cam- 
Enox laid down Hargzson’s platform in the 


following terms: 

We welcome you because you have labored in 
the Forty fourth and Forty-fifth Congresses to 
bring the Government back to its original purity, — 
to bring it back within its own natural limits; 
because you have labored efficiently and faith- 
fully to cut down the national expenses; because 
yon have labored in your party and out of it to 
bring the corruptors of the administration of pubiic 
affairs to justice. We welcome you because of the 
stand which you and your brother-Democraw 
in Congress took to compel the present Admin- 
istration to come down to first principles. You 
have said by your action that no more legisla- 
tion shall be @nacted by Congress simply for 
the purpose of perpetuating a single party in 
power. You have said, Not a dollar shall be 
contributed toward defraying the expenses of the 
Government until, those infamous laws, made to 
perpetuate a party in power, shall be wiped from 
the national statute- books. You have said to-the 
Administration, ‘We will pass no appropriation 
bills until you strike from the statute-books those 
infamous test jurors’ oathe—until you have 
stricken from the statute-books those laws author- 
izing Federal’ Supervisors of Elections.’ You 
have said these elections are to be conducted by 
the people under the laws of the States; that Con- 
gressmen are sent to Congress not as Unitea States 
officers, but as State officers to represent the peo- 
pie of the different States in Congress, and that 
the people of this country are pure enoagh and 
able enough to condnct their own elections without 
the interference of Federal Supervisors.” 

To this Mr. Harrison replied by accepting 
CaMernon’s platform as the correct one and 
as the one dictated by the Democratic cau- 
cus. That this is so is evident from the fol- 
lowing extract from Haxnison’s speech: 

We said, ‘The people have the purse and the 
House of Representatives holds the strings, and 
can open and shut it at will.’ We said, ‘ We will 
give the General Government all the money neces- 
sary to diecharge ite functions, but we will not 
vote a cent to overawe honest voters at the polis.’ 
[Applause, and cries of Good“ God! We 
did not attempt to use any force. We simply did 
What we believed we had aright to do. Some of 
us may have differed as to the course to be par- 
sued; some of us may have thought it was better 
not to tack the legislation on the Appropriation 
bills, but Tue majority rules, saith the Demd- 
cratic party, and we all stood by it as a man. I 
must confess, if I bad had my own way, I would 
have preferred another plan; but, being overruled, 
there was nothing to do but to submit and follow 
the majority, for that is Democratic.”

It is useless for the Democrats to seek an 
excuse for withholding appropriations and 
necessitating an extra session in the alleged 
refusal of the Republicans to agree to a re- 


peal of the jurors’ test-oath and to the pro- 


‘posed prohibition of placing troops near the 
polls on election-day. The truth is, that 
the Republicans offered to agree to both 
these propositions if the Democrats would 
pass the Appropriation bills and permit the 
National Election law to stand. The Demo- 
crates refused any such compromise. In- 
deed, the jurors’ test-oath, out of which the 
Democrats are trying to make capital, was 
actually repealed by a Republican Congress 
four years ago, and found its way into the 
Revised Statutes through the carelessness 
and incapacity of those charged with the 
work of revision. This being the case, the 
Republican Senate passed a bill be- 
fore the holidays repealing that oath, 
and the bill laid for seventy-four days 
upon the table of the Democratic 
House, where the Democratic majority 
failed to take it up and pass it. All this 


shows that the Democrats are using the test- 


oath merely as a dishonest pretext. There 
has been no serious Republican opposition 
to its repeal ; but, on the contrary, the Re- 
publicans have done more than the Demo- 
crats to secure its repeal, which only failed 
throngh the fault of the latter. 

The real struggle is over the proposed re- 


J peal of the National Election law, and this 


involves (1) the issue of State. os. National 
Sovereignty, and (2) the issue of honest vs. 
dishonest elections. The United States law 
providing for the appointment of Supervisors 
in Congressional elections has the warrant of 
the Constitution, which, indeed, author- 
izes the General Government to assume 
the entire control over all national 
elections. This is the practice in all 
other Constitutional Governments and should 
be the practice in the United States. At this 
point, the Democrats rise up with the spec- 
tre of State Sovereignty. Claiming that the 
General Government is merely the creature 
aud agent of the States, without any in- 
herent sovereignty, they assert that mem- 
bers of Congress are State officers, and 
that every State must be given the exclusive 
privilege of choosing its members in its own 
way,—whether by false naturalization, by 
bulldozing, by tissue-paper ballots, or by 
frand, violence, and corruption of any kind. 
It is claimed that the nation at large and the 
interests of a whole people must be made 
subservient to Democratic bruisers in the 
large cities and the ex-Confederate bulldoz- 
ers of the South. It is ied that the na- 
tion as a whole has any right. to protect 
itself, its Parliament, and its laws from the 
dangers and evils which State-House cliques 
in certain sections may bring upon it. Bal- 
lot-box stuffing, whether in New York or 
‘South Carolina, must be given full swing, and 
the entire people of the country must submit 
to the swindle, if it is approved or tolerated 
by the authorities of the States in which it is 
perpetrated. This is the doctrine which 
Mr. Cameron stated, the doctrine which 
Canter Harrison admitted, the doctrine 
which his Democratio crowd applauded, and 
the doctrine which the people of Chicago 
will be asked to indorse this spring by 
electing Mr. Harzrson or some other State- 
Rights Democrat as Mayor. 

There is nothing partisan or unfair about 

the National Election law. The practice is 
to appoint Supervisors from both parties, 
and such persons as the two parties may 
respectively select. In New York the law 
is invoked by the Republicans, in Phila- 
delphia by the Democrats. Its workings 
were illustrated in Chicago at the last elec- 
tion, when Supervisors were ‘nominated by 
both parties, and the fairness of the election 
thus secured from fraud on either side. 
These Supervisors, and the Deputy Marshals 
who represent the courts for the apprehen- 
sion and punishment of those who commit 
frauds, have no jurisdiction outside of the 
particular election for which they are 
appointed, and no authority whatever 
in State, county, municipal, town, or other 
local elections. Their function extends only 
tothe protection of Congressional elections 
from fraud, and possibly from combinations 
which the control of a State or City Govern- 
ment by one party or the other might make 
against a fair election. This amounts to an 
assertion of sovereignty in the General Gov- 
ernment which the Democrats deny, and 
they now refuse to vote supplies to carry on 
the General Government unless the right to 
supervise national elections be turned over 
éntirely to the States. 
There is no doubt that the Democrats will 
maintain the same position in the extra ses- 
sion which they took in the late Congress. 
If they find it impossible to carry their State- 
Sovereignty scheme over the President’s 
veto, they will cut off supplies and stop the 
wheels of Government. They demand that 
the American people shall acquiesce in the 
right of secession, which is the very essence 
and logical result of State Sovereignty. And 
this is to be the govermug political issue, for 
the urging of which in 1880 State, county, 
and city elections are to be organized and 
managed. Carrzr Hanson has started 
the ball in Chicago. 


THAT BIG TEMPERANCE PETITION. 

The delegation of women headed by Miss 
Frances E. Winuarp have succeeded in in- 
troducing into the Legislature and having it 
referred to a committee a petition purporting 
to be signed by 110,000 females of the State 
asking that they be allowed the right to vote 
upon the question of granting licenses to 
sell liquor in the different municipal parts of 
the State. With the highest respect fot the 
women engaged in this attack in force upon 
the Legislature, and with genuine sympathy 
for the cause of temperance which they pro- 
fess to have at heart, we ate nevertheless 
constrained to the belief mot only that they 
are going to work in ay impracticable and 
illogical manner, but that for obvious reasons 
their petition cannot be granted. 

The petition asks that the Legislature shall 
confer upon them the right of suffrage for 
the specific purpose of closing saloons by a 
refusal to grant them licenses. Of course, if 
the General Assembly had any right under 
the State Constitution to make the conces- 
sion for this purpose, it would have the same 
right for any other political purpose, or for 
all political purposes, and thus it could clothe 
woman with the elective franchise as com- 
pletely as is the male elector, Unfortunately, 
however, for the petition, the Legislature 
prety such power, nor ban it confer the 

| f suffrage for any purpose except 
an amendment to the Constitution, and — 
amendment has no vitality until it shall have 
been submitted to a vote of the people and 
been ratified by a majority of theelectors. The 
Constitution is peremptory in this matter. The

ally as did the angel with the flaming sword 
in the Garden of Eden: ‘‘Every person. . 
who shall be @ male citizen of the United 
States above the age of 21 years shall be 
entitled to vote.” If there is any way of 
climbing over this obstacle, the modus operandi 
does not occur to us. It appears to be a 
sine qua non that admits of no compromise 
or technical evasion. The most astute con- 
stitutional expounder or cunning legal 
quibbler must give up the transmogrifica- 
tion as a hopeless task. 

It is an unfortunate deficit that the peti- 
tion does not call for any constitutional 
amendment. It proceeds upon the assump- 
tion that drinking will be stopped if the 
women can vote not to license places for the 
saleof liquor within the limits of certain 
precinots, wards, townships, villages, or 
cities, Allowing, for the sake of the argu- 
ment, however, that the Legislature had 
the right to invest these 110,000 women and 
all the other half-milhon of women of the 
State who did not sign it with a vote upon 
the license question, even then, cui bono? 
If a majority of the male voters in any ward, 
township, or city are in favor of non-license, 
then the female vote would be superfluous, 
because it is unnecessary in such case, and 
accomplishes nothing except to swell the 
majority with non-combatants. If, on the 
other hand, the majority of men are in favor 
of license, and the women alone, or with the 
help of a minority of males, outvote the male 
majority, they cannot enforce the prohibi- 
tion to drink. We should have the curious 
spectacle of the men of a township or village 
arrayed upon the one side against the women 
upon the other. Probably in a thousand 
townships of this State the women pretty 
generally would vote against license and the 
majority of the men for it. In these town- 
ships, therefore, we should behold the some- 
what absurd spectacle of the non-combatants 
commanding the militia of the municipality, 
the Constables, police, Sheriffs, Magistrates, 
—the physical force that executes laws,—to 
enforce a local regulation they are opposed to 
and have voted against; to pursue a certain 
policy in a sumptuary matter which they 
feel is no one’s business, whether that feel- 
ing is right or not. We are afraid that the 
ladies would find to their disappointment 
that to vote non-license is one thing; to en- 
force it, another. 

The petition of the women seems to be 
based upon the assumption that if only the 
majority inhabitants vote No license,” then 
no hquor will be drank within the limits 
covered by the prohibition. This conclusion, 
however, has been shown by experience a 
thousand times over to beadelusion. We 
need not go further than the State of Ohio to 
show how groundless is this conclusion that 
men can be prevented from drinking liquor 
by refusing to grant saloons license to sell it. 

A provision was incorporated in the Con- 
stitution of Ohio in 1850 that no licenses for 
the sale of liquors should be granted (not in 
certain wards or townships, but in any part 
of the State). Everything that the women 
concerned in this petition seek to enforce in 
spots in Illinois is provided for in every por- 
tion of Ohio. Although the people of Ohio 
are just as sober, exemplary, and law- 
abiding as the people of Illinois: 
although they have a constitutional 
prohibition, supported by stringent penal 
statutes and all the machinery of the courts 
at command, to prevent drinking by non- 
license, and punishment for selling liquor 
for bibulous purposes; and although the tee- 
totalers have sought to enforce those pro- 
hibitions for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury, there is fully as much liquor drank in 
Ohio as in Illinois, if not more. It is sim- 
ply tantamount to making whisky free, the 
State getting all the evils and no revenue. 
It is altogether probable that no-license Cin- 
cinnati, though a smaller city than Chicago, 
consumes more wine, beer, and whisky than 
Chicago does. No compulsory legislation 
has had any visible effect in diminishing 
drinking in that State. Intemperance has 
only given way before the great waves of 
moral suasion that now and then sweep over 
it. Politieal coercion does not reduce con- 
sumpien. It only provokes strife and ex- 
citement. Probably in one-half of the 
townships of Illinois there is a sufficient 
prohibitory sentiment to secure a vote 
against licensing. Suppose that the pro- 
hibition could be enforced in these town- 
ships and wards, and that every saloon 
was closed. therein, the results would simply 
be that the thirsty souls who always drink, 
and the souls who drink occasionally, indig- 
nant at what they deemed to be an interfer- 
ence with their personal rights, would cross 
over into the next township or ward, where 
there was license, and get their bitters or 
nips ; and not only this, but would take over 
their jugs and bottles and get them filled, 
while the private gatherings, and young 
men’s clubs, and corner groceries, and drug- 
stores of the non-license district would find 
a dozen different ingenious methods for pro- 
curing the ardent for their customers on the 
sly. Where there is a demand there will al- 
ways be a supply. Let us suppose, for in- 
stance, that Miss WILLAnůꝰD and her co-work- 
ers Could induce the Third and Fourth Wards 
of Chicago to vote non-license ; there is no 
inducement that could make either the First 
or Fifth vote that way. What wonld be the 
result? The drinkers of the Third Ward 
would cross over into the First, and the 
Fourth into the Fifth or First, and get all 
the stimulant they wanted, and probably get 
drunker than ever out of sheer cussed- 
ness,” while the First and Fifth Wards 
would suffer more than ever from the in- 
crease of liqnor-shops necessary to meet the 
increased demand. 

We have the highest respect for the ladies 
ergeged in this temperance movement, be- 
cause we suppose them to be earnest, honest, 
and sincere in their impracticable work. 
We have the highest respect for temperance, 
because we know intemperance to be the 
progenitor of almost every other evil. We 
shall hail with delight any practical policy 
which they can inaugurate that will reduce 
or altogether stop intemperance ; but all ex- 
perience in the past has shown that the 
course they are now pursuing does not make 
temperance men out of drinkers, nor reform 
appetite for alcohol. There are other meth- 
ods, among them those of moral suasion, 
that may do something. For instance, sup- 
pose Miss WILLanp should obtain the pledges 
of 110,000 men in thig State that they would 
stop treating, that they would never drink in 


Illinois and reduce the consumption by half 
"two-thirds if generally adopted. We do 


the ground of competency and strict devo- 
tion to party interests since he has 
been in the chair.

There 
are said to be afew Democrats who will not 
vote for a Southerner on any terms, because 
they believe ex-Confederates are already too 
conspicuous in the party: Then there are 
some Others who will coquette with the 
Greenbackers. Altogether it promises to be 
a pretty fight, and it is very hard to discern 


the result. 


CALIFORNIA INCOME-TAX. 
The California Constitutional Convention, 


under the control of Communists and Kear- 
neyites, have placed in the unratified Con- 
stitution the power in the Legislature to 
levy an income-tax. This is another form of 
double taxation, falling most heavily on 
those who can least afford the extortion. 
The man who’ pays taxes on all forms of 
property, und is also required to pay a tax 
on the product of that property, is compelled 
to pay duplicate taxation. He pays taxes on 
his land, and his live stock, and his tools and 
implements; he pays taxes on his corn and 
wheat, and is then compelled to pay a tax on 
the receipts from the sales of the things pro- 
duced by his labor which had already been 
taxed. The wages fund of the State is the 
surplus earnings of the people. The man 
who has surplus earnings employs the 
labor of another man, or ten men, or 
a hundred men. These surplus earnings 
or profits, small in some cases and large in 
others, are in the aggregate the fund out of 
which labor is employed, wages paid, and 
men given the means of living for themselves 
and families. An income-tax, to be honest, 
must take from the income of all alike. 
Every dollar of such tax takes the wages of 
one day’s labor; every thousand dollars of 
the wages fund confiscated by the State 
takes away the wages of a thousand days’ 
labor. If it does not deprive a thousand men 
of one day’s wages each, the thousand dol- 
lars taken from the wages fund has to be 
made good by such a deduction of wages as 
will distribute the tax among the work- 
men. 80 that any tax on incomes is of 
necessity a tax on the surplus earnings, 
which in the aggregate constitutes the 
wages fund with which all labor is 
employed and compensated, aud any draft 
on that fund in the way of taxation has to 
be made good by a reduction of the number 
of persons employed or a reduction of the 
wages paid. In either case the tax on in- 
comes is paid out of the wages of those 
whose only means of living is their wages. 
When an employer of 100 men is taxed $500 
on the surplus earnings of his establishment 
for the previous year, he makes good the 
deficiency in the fund from which he is to 
pay the wages by reducing the number of 
men employed or by reducirg the wages paid 
to each, until by this means the tax is col- 
lected of the men and the fand restored. 
And yet, as in the California Convention so 
in other parts of the country, perhaps in 
Illinois, legislators will advocate the collec- 
tion of a tax on incomes,—the surplus earn- 
ings,—under the theory that such a tax is in 
the interest of the wages class, 


Among the measures which made more or less 
progress but failed of enactment this session are 
the following: The Legislative, Execubive, and 
Judicial Appropriation bill; the Army Appro- 
priation bill; the bill to regulate inter-State 
commerce; the Steamboat bill“; the Geneva 
Award bill; the bill to establish Postal Savings 
Banks; the bill to repeal the Specie-Resumption 
act; the bill granting pensions to every man who 
served in the Mexican War during the remainder 
of his life; the bill to prevent frauds iu grading 
sugar; the bill to restrict Chinese pauper immi- 
gration, vetoea; the joint resolution proposing 
a constitutional amendment to probibit the pay- 
ment of disloyal claims; the biil to provide for 
the enforcement of the Eicht-Hour law; the 
proposition to transfer the Indian Bureau to the 
War Department; the Mississippi Levee bill, 
and the bill providing for a Commission on the 
improvement of the Mississippi; the bil! extend- 
ing the time for the completion of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad; the Brazilian subsidy 
steamship bill; the humane bill to 
reguiate the transportation. of animals 
by raitroads; the bill to devoie the proceeds of 
sales of public lands to educational purposes; 
the bill authorizing railroad companies to con- 
struct and maintain lines of telegraph for com- 
mercial purposes; the Burnside Committee’s 
Army-Reorganization bill; the bill to revise the 
Patent laws; the Japanese and Chinese indem- 
nity fund bills; the various measures reported 
from the House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency, and many other fivancial bills, both in 
the House and Senate; all bills, besides those 
specified above, proposing aid in lands and 
bonds for the construction of railroads, canals, 
etc.; a large number of bills on calendars 
affecting local interests of more or less impor- 
tance, and several hundred reported from com- 
mittees forthe relief of private claimants, be- 
sides thousands of others which were Ieft un- 
touched in the files of the committee rooms. 
The total number of bills and joint resolutions 
introduced in the House of Representatives 


during the Congress which has just expired is 


6,826, and the total for the Senate Is 1,935. 

The Cincinnati newspapers have handled the 
PURCELL failure fu a very gingerly way, but the 
Gazette at last decides that the time has come to 
speak out. It accordingly says: 

We can imagine the extent of this disaster when 
we reflect that the liabilities equal, if they do not 
exceed, the entre capital of the National banks of 
this city. If these banks should suddenly fail, 
without ability to bay anything on their indebted- 
ness, the effect upon the business community 
would be indescribably severe: yet that loss would 
fall upon a class much better able to bear it than 
the creditors of the Archbishop are to bear their 
losses. One very painful feature of the 
case is, that the money was deposited with the 
Archbishop on the faith of the Church. and with 
that feeling of confidence which a child exhibits 
toward a loving and faithful parent. The credit of 
the Church, therefore, is involved, and the Catho- 
lic religion is involved also. The hold of the 
Church uvon the people is seriously impaired, and 
thousands may turn their backs upon the Church 
because, in the name of religion, they have been 
deceived. 

The Gazette shows that the money could not 
have been sunk in unprofitable real-estate 
transactions, beeause the real estate of the 
Church is worth more now than when ft was 
bought. It insinuates that some of the missing 
funds were used to support parochial schools, 
but that the deficieney was caused principally 
by paying interest and receiving none. “How- 
ever this may be,” it concludes, the Archb- 
bishop ouxht to make a statement.” “A man 
who owes $5,000,000, or more, even if he never 
kept a book, ought to be able to make some- 
thing like a rough guess as to the disposition’

The German people 
of bis diocese will, however, have reason to rejoice 
if their large pecuniary loss bas brought them 
spiritual freedom.

New York, March 7.—The wheat movement 
in Chicago did not create so much excitement 
on Change here as it would have done had it 
been better understood. There were numerous 
Chicago dispatches received by brokers giving 
all sorts of stories and intimations,but the 
matter did not become clear up to the hour 
of closing transactions, and so the greater part 
of the exciting discussion was reserved till 
the evening gathering of the speculators at the 
Windsor Hotel. There is now much speculation 
as tc what will transpire in Chicago to-morrow. 
A gentleman who is thoroughiy conversant 
with the wheat transactions past and present of 
Mr. James R. Keene, and who closély investi- 
gated the unexpected movement of to-day, gave 
your correspondent to-night the following as 
TRE INSIDZ HISTORY 

of the transaction. This morning, soon after 
Mr. Keene reached his office, he received ah 
open dispatch from the firm of J. K. Fisher & 
Co., Chicago, saying that they had sold a half 
million bushels of wheat. There was nothing 
beyond this mete fact,—no intimation of any 
reason for a selling movement, or that the sale 
was made on anybody's account but their own. 
As it is customary for corresponding brokers to 
inform one another of large movements in the 
markets, so that the position of affairs may be 
understood by all parties interested, Mr. 
Keene accepted this dispateh as such jnforma- 
tion and Jaid it aside without further thought, 
as he bad no intention to do anything further in 
wheat at present.

directing them to sell 3,000,000 bu of 
wheat on Mr. Keene’s account. This caused a 
decline on wheat at Chicago to-day from 96e 
to 6e. Keene knew nothing of the 
transaction until this afternoon, and re- 
pudiates the entire sale, which will 
compel the repurchase by Fisher & Co. of the 
amount sold on his account to-day. Keene 
says he had no intention of making any sales of 
grain at present, and certainly not at 93 cents 
per bushel. ‘The message was sent through the 
Atlantic & Pacific Company, and Keene states 
it was evidently the work of an agent 


in New York of Chicago rties. Steps 
have been taken to ver the 
author of the telegram. Keene gays 


suspicions are strong against persons short on 
provisions, who hoped by this means to depress 
the market and cover their shorts. A large re- 
ward will be immediately offered by Mr. Keene 
for the discovery of the forger and his associ- 
ates.

THE STANDARD-OIL REBATE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tridune. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 7.—At last the 
long-soughi-for contract between the Standard 
Oil Company and the Pennsylvania Railroad 
has been brought to light. At the close of the 
examination yesterday into the alleged freicht 
discriminations by the Peansylvania Railroad in 
favor of the Standard Oil Company, Acheson, 
counsel for the Commonwealth, called for the 
couvkract in question, and this afternoon it was 
putin. This is reaily the basis of all the com- 
plaints of the oil-producers, and the cause of 
the suit Against the so-called monopoly. The 
contract was in the form of a letter, dated Oct. 
17, 1877, signed by William Rockafelar, Vice- 
President of the Standard Oj] Com- 
pany, and forwarded to Thomas A. Scott, 
President of the Pennsylvania Railroad. The 
three trunk linesin opposition for oil traffic 
trom the oil regions to New York were the New 
York Central, the Erie, and the Pennsylvania 
Railroads. In the first article of the contract 
the Standard Oi] Company agreed to furnish to 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and its branches 
for transportation enough oil to 
amount, when added to the  ship- 
ments of other oil-producers, to 
one-third of all the oil shipped to New York, or 
21 per eent of the total quantity of oil shipped 
to three seaports, namely, New York, Balti- 
more, aud Philadelphia. The contract con- 
tinued : 

„We further agree that the quantity 
of off which we will ship ourselves over 
your lines shall not in any year 
amount to less than 2,000,000 barrels, based 
upon an average of 30,000 barrels per week. If 
we fail to fulfill this contract, we will ray to 
you a sum equal to the profits you would have 
realized upon the quantity in deficit. We 
will, of the proportion of oil going to 
Philadelphia, refine as much as practicable in 
Philadelphia, as we understand that you desire 
to see all the refining capacity of Philadelphia 
fully employed, and, if Meedful, increased. Ia 
shipping by your lines, whether to Philadelphia, 
New York, or Baltimore, we will en- 
deaver to deliver oil to you a pointe 
from which you will have short hauls, and will 
make the ion ef crude oil shipped as

If a bombshell had been thrown and exploded 
in the midst ot the ticket-sealpers in this city it 
would not have had a more startling effect than 
the announcement made exclusiveiy in Tax 
TRIBUNE yesterday that the railroads bad de- 
termined to renew the war against them, that 
they were determined to push them to the wall, 
that they had collected a large amount of money 
to buy up tickets on which they could be prose- 
cuted, and that over 100 cases had been made 
out against them implicating every scalper in 
the city.

in the city. 

The — who think that the railroads are 
not in earnest this time, will soon find out that 
they have made a serious mistake. The railroads 
have now at least two dozen cases against near- 
ly every scalpel, and they will be prosecuted as 
rapidly as possible. There will be no Jet-up this 
time until every 28 is worried out of the 
business. Under the law indictments can be 
found against every person found to be 
selling railroad tickets or passes without 
autbority from the company issuing the tickets, 
no matter whether that person is a common 
street-scalper or a steamship agent, hotel porter, 
or anything else. 


IOWA RAILROAD MATTERS. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Des Moss, Ia., March 6.—it has for a long 
time been the object of the Central Railroad of 
Iowa to form a connection with the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Northern, but the litigation 
which has been going on for several years 
over the ownership of the road 
has retarded all progress. About twen- 
ty miles of its . southern end sis 
practically useless, as it bas to hire the same 
number of miles of the Keokuk & Des Moines 
Division of the Chicago & Rock Island Pacific in 
order to make a connection with trunk lines and 
get an outlet south and west atall. An effort 
is being made to extend it to Centeryilie, Appa- 
noose County, to reach the immense coal-beds 
in that direction, but if extended the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Northern would prefer it to go 
to Mouiton, where it would make direct connec- 
tion with their road. By doing this the Central 
would then use its own track, instead of using 
twenty miles of another road, to make a couneec- 
tion at Ottumwa. The coal traffic of tiie Central is 
a large one. It is the great coal-road from the 
coal-tields of lowa to the North, where there is 
no coal and little timber. Over this road is 
carried all the coal consumed by the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul. During the year 1878, 
the receipts from coal carried were $188,526, or 
more thav one-third the entire traffic of the 
road. The number of tons was 134,831. If the 
road is extended to Centreville this traffic 
would be largely increased. Of course Ottum- 
wa would resist such an extension, as it now is 
the terminus of the road, 

It is now quite certain the road will be sold 
durine the present summer, and the indications 
are it will pass into the possession or control 
of the St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern. If 
so it will be extended to Moulton at once, which 
will give a direct route from St. Louis to St. 
Paul, through Central lowa. ‘The Central is 
now in better condition for business than ever, 
and its present management has the good-will 
and confidence of the public. But a court is not 
a proper party to run a ratlroad, yet, as a matter 
of fact, every railroad waich has been placed in 
the custody of Judge Dillon’s court Das passed 
out im better condition than when it went in. 

it now looks as though John F. Duncombe, 
with his Fort Dodge & Fort Ridglet Road, is to 
make a bold push for St. Paul. Having secured 
the unecessary aid, the track will be completed 
through Humboldt County immediately. A 
company has been organized to bufid from St. 
Pau! or Minneapolis to Fort Ridgiey. This road 
is really a checkmate on the Des Moines & Min- 
neapolis Narrow-Gauge, Which is now completed 
about fifty miles northward from this city. An 
effort wil! be made to extend it to Webster City 
this séason. All that is required to do this is 
the necessary aid from the people. When that 
point is reached, the road has fair sailing to 
Minneanolis. 

Contracts have been made to build the Fort 
Madison & Nerthwestern narrow-gauge fiity 
miles ov or before Jan. 1 next. Nine hundred 
tous of rails have been purchased at Spring- 
Beld, III., Rolling-Mills, and a locomotive frota 
the Baldwin Works. Ihe iron is to be delivered 
March 15, the locomotive April 1. 

J. H. Lewis recently recovered from the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Faul Railroad Company 
$137.50 in Clay County for 100jtons of hay aileg- 
ed to have been set on fire by sparks from a 
locomotive of defendant. 

The lability of railroad companies in this 
State for damage to valuable blooded animals 
while being transported, Over their roads is on 
the way to a final adjudication by the Supreme 
Court.

ARCHBISHOP PURCELL. 


A Relief Movement Set on Foot—Letter of 
Sympathy from Cardinal McCloskey—Liti- 
gation in Prospect.

CINCINNATI, O., March 7.—A letter was re- 
ceived at the Archepiscopal residence this 
morning, and afterwards forwarded to Arch- 
bishop Purcell in his Lenten retreat, from 
Cardinal McCloskey. The letter assured 
the Archbishop of the sympathy of 
the Cardinal in the misfortunes’ that 
have overtaken the Archdiocese of Cincinnati. 
His Eminence adds that bis own personal sub- 
scription in aid of his friend the Archbishop 
will be sent very soon. In regard to the pro 
posed planofa national Catholic subscription 
he is of the opinion that nothing can be done 
until after Easter; that even then the effort 
should be wholly voluutary, without formal 


suggestion or persuasion on the part of the 


clergy. 

The letter also contains information that this 
afternoon the Cardinal was to hold a confer- 
ence with Archbishop Wood, of Philadelphia, 
and Archbishop Williams, of Boston, to devise 
a common plan to aid Archbishop Purcell.

A preparatory araft bas been 
submitted to the Archbishop in his retirement.

This morning the chronic difficulty about the 
publie printing came up in the House, on the 
motion of Mr. Granger, who moved to take up 
the Senate message providing for a s pecial joint 
committee to investigate the causes of annoying 
delays experienced in that department of the 
publie service. In this connection Mr. Ranney 
remarked that a certain bill of his had been sent 
to the Public Printer two weeks ago, and 
that it had not yet made its appearance. He 
thought it high time that the evils existing in 
this department be remedied. : 

An attempt was made by Mr. Ranney to 
smuggle in a resolution, which he could only do 
by the consent of the House. Resolutions are 
the particular bane of the Assembly, and when- 
ever opportunity presents itself they flow in in a 
torrent, clogging legislation and consuming val- 
uable time. The House was not in a compla- 
cent temper this morning, having been go re- 
cently dragged out of bed, and refused to give 
its coysent, and Mr. Ranney was compelled to

BRIDGES. 


The regular order for the morning was House

TELEGRA PHS. 

Mr. Russell, the attorney for the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, and Col. J. J. 8. 
Wilson, the Manager, have been entirely success- 
ful in demonstrating the impracticabiiity aud 
injustice of the vending measures reg- 
ulating the Telegraph Company to the 
Committees before which they appeared, 
and have returned. There is no probability that 
the bill taxing the Company 2 per cent on its 
stock will pass, for it bas been shown that such 
a tax will be additional to the local taxes, and 
would result in the breaking up of the Com- 
pany, or at least in great injustice. Col. Wilson 
recommends some scheme of taxation as a sub- 
stitute for local taxation, which compels the 
Company to pay taxes all over the State of 
Illinois. 

g WAGES. 

Mr. Wentworth’s bill (103) for an act to secure 
to laborers the payment of their wages prompt- 
ly on or before the 14th day of the month alter 
the month in which the wages are earned, 
came up for second reading. ‘The object 
of this bill seems.to be to promote 
litigation and to embarrass.business enterprises, 
and has about it the favor of Communism and 
demagogery. Lawyers and dusiness-men pro- 
nounce it impracticable in its provisions and ex- 
treme in its application. The proper title of the 
bill should be a bid for the Solialistic vote of 
the First Congressional District of Chicago.“ 

Many members who were in favor of any 
measure for the protection of laborers ex- 
pressed themselves as entirely unwilling to vote 
for this bill. 

Mr. Lovell moved to recommit the bill to the 
Committes on Judiciary, which was carried alter 
an amendment bad been adopted providing that 
the bill should compel! the payment of all in- 
debtedness before the 14th of the month. 

On the motion to refre the bill to the Judi- 
elary Committee, Mr. Sherman said that he was 
in sympathy with all reasonable aud .

RECEIVERS AND ASSIGNEES. 

To-day Mr. Granger received the following 
petition from Chicago in relation to the bill in 
regard to Assignees and Receivers:

RATTLESNAKES. 


The Committee on Penitentiaries, of which 
Mr. Burt is chairman, held a session this after- 
noon, and passed upon the report prepared 
by the Chairman, written in that gentleman’s 
highest style of the art, giving an account of 
ithe recent visit of the Committee to the South- 
ern Penitentiary at Chester. The document in 
question is a voluminous one, and goes much 


into the details of the location and construc- 


tion of the prison. The rural beauties of the 
place are dwelt upon with the hand of 
one who admires nature. The bealth and 
salubrity of the climate, and the cost 
‘and style ‘of the buildings, receive 
their due share of attention. The report 
goes on to state that the prison is admirable in 
its management, and built with a rigidness of 
economy which should win for its founders the 
blessing of the people and the boon of immor- 
tality! The high price obtained for convict 
labor is referred to. The superior quality of 
the stone quarries in the vicinity are brought 
into luminous prominence, and the picturesque- 
ness of the surroundings are in such attractive 
garb that when this report is promulgated 
doubtless’ barriers will have to be erected 
around the prison. to prevent the people 
from breaking into the Happy Valley. As a 
literary production the gentleman from the 
lead-mine district has done himself infinite 
credit, and contributed a fund of information on 
the hitherto obscure subject, of the Southern 
Prisou which cannot but be a valuable document 
for preservation and reference in the archives of 
the State. The report covers twenty-four pages 
of foolscap, and is * bristling with facts. It 
recommencs the appropriation asked for of 
$409, 000. 

WN THE COMMITTEE ON MUNICIPALITIES 
this afternoon the Committee resolved to re-

KANSAS. 
A FAUX’ PAS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Topeka, Kan., March 7.—The Committee ap- 
pointed to investigate alleged frauds in the late 
Senatorial election submitted their reports to 
the House this afternoon, embodying the con- 
clusions of the different members of the Com- 
mittee, together with all the evidence taken in 
the examination of fifty witnesses. 
report, signed by Randolpb, Chairman, is to the 
effect that the Committee has not had sufficient 
time to make a very ‘thorough investigation of 
all the matters growing out of the bitter contest 
over the Senatorship, but that, in all 
the evidence taken, there is nothing 
to show that Ingalls, or any, of 
the Senatorial candidates, resorted to improper 
or fraudulent practices for controlling that elec- 
tion. Randolph's report implies that, during 
the contest, the conduct of several members of 
the House was of rather a crooked nature, but 
| that their action is not shown to have been die- 
tated by either of the Senatorial candidates or 
consented toby them. The second report is 
signed by Messrs. Callen Keller, and Harts- 
| horne, and is in the nature of a complete vindi- 
cation of Senator Ingalls and all of the Sena- 
torial candidates, and exonerating all the 
members of the House from any and 
all charges of bribery or corruption. 
It differs only from the report 
of the Chairman in being a little more emphatic 
in relation to vindicating the candidates, and 
does not reflect in any manner upon the action 
of individual members of the House. The Dem- 
ocratic member of the Committee, Mr. Hall, 
dissented from the other reports entirely, and 
declared that, in his opinion, the eharge of 
bribery against Ingalls was fully sustained by 
the evidence of several witnesses, and that the 
testimony was of such a nature as to justify a 
fuller investigation of the condact of Ingalls by 
the Senate of the United States. Hall's conclu- 
sions were based upon evidence tending to

Ine Committee, by its own course, lost all 
opportunity to get legal and proper possession 
of the telegraph messages, if ney were entitled 
to them under any circumstances, and to keep 
Mr. Smith iv limbo until final adjournment 
without action is a full confession that the Com- 
inittee cannot meet and answer the position 
taken, and the argument presented by Mr.

Mr. Randolph will do well to duly corfsider his 
action, and relieve himself and the House from 
embarrassment.”’

INDIANA. 
AN EXTRA SESSION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 7.—It being agreed to- 
day that a special session is necessary, the Leg- 
islature has proceeded with great deliberation. 
The Republicans in the Senate worked hard to 
get up the Appropriation bills, but the Dem- 
ocrats intruded dilitory motions so far as to 
move to adjourn, and call the aves and noes, so 
as to consume the time. The Democrats have 
been forced to have a special session.

Interesting Reminiscences by One of His 
Sisters. 


DEAD. 
Hartrorp, Conn., March 7.—Elihu Burritt 
died last night at bis residence near Britain. 


A SISTER’S REMINISCENCES. 

The late Mr, Burritt had relatives in this city, 
—a sister, Mrs. Eunice B. Sawyer, wife of Prof. 
A. J. Sawyer, formerly of the Chicago Uni- 
versity, andaniece, Mrs. Anna B. Geddings. 
Mrs. Sawyer was next in age to Elihu, and Mrs. 
Geddings was a daughter of Elmu's brother, 
Elijah, distinguished as an astronomer, or, 
more especially, as the author of Burritt's 
Geography of the Heavens, which was used for 
more than thirty years as a text-book in most of 
the female seminaries in the country. A repre- 
sentative of this paper called upon Prof. and 
Mrs. Sawyer and Mrs. Geddings at their home, 
No. 408 Vernon avenue, last evening, and 
obtained from them much that is 
not contained in the above bioggaphy, 
in the nature of incidents in Mr. Burritt’s life, 
estimates of his character and talents, all of 
which would naturally be remembered by and 
come from those who knew him best and who 
were most deeply attached to bim. 

Mrs. Sawyer, in referring to her brother’s 
earlyyears and the evidences of youthful 
precocity which marked that period of his 
life, spoke of his astonishing feats in mental 
aritumetic, for which he first evinced a liking 
similar in its intensity to that afterwards be- 
stowed upon linguistic, pursuits. Often and often 
would he figure up in his head how many sec- 
onds old he was, and, with youthful pride, in- 
form his elders of the result. He would also 
calculate mentally how many yards of 
cloth it would take to reach from the earth to 
the sun, the number of barleycorns it would re- 
quire to reach around the world, and other curi- 
vus and, for his age, rather puzzling problems. 
When, later on, he worked at the smoking 
forge, he made a systematic di- 
vision of the day, and adhered to 
it for years. Eight hours were devoted 
to study, eight to sleep, and eight to work. and 
even then it was his wont to have an old Greek 
grammar near him during his labours in the 
shop and to conjugate those fearful and won- 
derful Greek verbs which have proved the 
bane of manya college boy. While the 
iron was reddening in the coals, he would 
refer to the smoke-begrimed old text-book, and, 
between the sturdy strokes of the hammer on 
the iron as it lay on the anvil, he would go 
through with his conjugation of the stubborn 
word. The incident relatea of him in the above 

iography of nis letter to the Roval Antiquari- 
an Society in the Celto-Breton language 
wag characteristic. Previously ignorant of that 
strange tongue, he concluded that it would be 
a fine thiug to write such a communication, and 
with him to will was to do, and it was only a 
question of time—brief at that—for him to 
acquire the language and indite the celebrated 
letter. His industry, his intense appli- 
cation to a given pursuit, were phe- 
nomenal. It was bis habit, as Mrs. 
Sawyerand Mrs. Geddings state, to regularly 
take what he called a Sabbath-day’s journey, 
viz.: selecting a chapterdn the Bible and read- 
ing it iu twenty different languages, or, as he 
expressed it, traveling from Iceland to Hin- 
dostan. in later years, when his 
fame was spread abroad, it was 
the fashion with a certain class of 
captious crities to say that, learned as he was, 
he could not ¢onverse in the tongues which he 
professed to have at his command, At was a 
sufficient answer to this wondrous overy to 
say that he never professed to converse in these 
different languages, but simply to be able—as 
he was—to read and translaie them. 

Speaking further of 

HIS LINGUISTIC TALENTS, 9 
his sister recalled an incident which is of consid- 
erabie interest in this connection. Some years 
ago a will was sent to this country from the 
West Indies written in Danish. The manu- 
script was one of the most difficult to decipher 
that could well be imagined, and it went the 
rounds of several of the leading colleges with- 
out meeting with anybodv who could “ solve the 
riddle and give the interpretation thereof.”’ 
Finally it was referred to Mr. Burritt. He was 
then working at the forge; but, with his usual 
determination, made up his mind that he would 
master it. He was then acquainted with the 
Danish tongue, but that was only half the task. 
The badly-written manuscript must be decipher- 
ed. He worked at it two weeks, employing his 
spare time, apd success crowned his efforts 
in a ftield where all before him had 
failed. When he sent the will baek, 
trauslated with absolute correctness, he said he 
would only eharge the gentlemen who had as- 
signed him the task of interpreting it just what 
he would bave earned at the forge in the time 
bestowed upon the translation. 

His linguistic accomplishments, briefly stated 
made bim master of fifty-two languages and 
dialects. 

Prof. Sawyer, in referring to his work asa 
public orator and writer, said he was the 
first to agitate the question of cheap 
postage, or, as he termed it, occan penny post- 
age, and, although his bopes were not fully 
realized, yet the results have been of incaicula- 
ble benefit. When he first began calling atten- 
tion to the subject, Gen. Sam Houston, the 
famous Texas pioneer, was Chairman of the 
Post-Office Committee m Congress, and such 
was the force of Mr. Burritt’s arguments that 
Gen. Houston would frequently turn to him, 
alter one of those long and eloquent 
wordy passes, and say, Well, Mr. 
Burritt, I'Il get you now to prepare a bill. But 
the agitator did not restrict himself to argu- 
ments with Congressional Committees. He 
lectured on the subject in various parts of the 
country, circulated petitions for a reduction of 
the rates of postage, and obtained the signatures 
of bankers, commercial, literary, and laboring 
men, after which he used them in his labors 
with the authorities at Washington. 

His attitude on the slavery question was also 
a commanding one. Prof. Sawyer, adverting to 
this subject, said he was the first man in the 
country to propose and lecture upon the subject 
of compensation for the emancipation of the 
slaves, advocating the idea that the United 
States should pay the slave-owners for emanci- 
pated slaves out of the proceeds of public lands 
appropriated for that purpose,—the same plan 
afterwards proposed by President Livcoln and 
indignantly rejected by the Rebels. The rejec- 
tion was followed by the famous proclamation of 
emancipation, but without any compensating 
clause. Mr. Burritt realiy anticipated Mr. 
Seward in seeing that the irrepressible con- 
flict’ must come if the question of slavery was 
not gotten out of the way, and his theory was 
that it were vastly better to pay for the slaves 
than to embroil the land in the horrors of civil 
war. While lecturing on this subject Mr. Bur- 
ritt visited Chicago—in 1855 or 1 nd spoke 
to an immense audience in Metropolitan Hall, 
then at the northwest corner of dolph and 
LaSalle streets. 

Mrs. Sawyer narrated with evident apprecia- 
tion of her brother’s deep feelings of sympathy 
for the unfortunate, his successful efforts at 
alleviating the 

SUFFERINGS OF THE PEOPLE OF IRELAND 
during the famine of 1844, when, through his 
influence and with the aid of such personal 
means as he could contribute, large numbers of 
them were fed and clothed. The sister also told 
how he was interested in securing a subscription 
to the works of Dr. Dick, a Scotch divine, the 
result of whieh was to place the good Doctor be- 
yond the reach of want. Mr. Burritt’s mother, 
added Mrs. Geddings, always said that Elihu 
would be prospered on account of his kindness to 
his father during his last illnesé, when the filial 
tenderness he displayed was something touch- 
i to behold,

Two of these 
buildings he erected himself, while another 
school was established in a school-house which 
be obtained for the purpose. Shortly before nis 
death he ueathed to the “Burritt School’’—a 
public school in New Britain—a copy of each of 
his published works, together with a collection 
of his classical books which he bad accumulated 
in the course of his studies. prip- 
cipal literary works are “ Walk 
from London to John O'Groat's“; Walk 
from London to Land’s End"; * Walks in the 
Black Country, and Its Green Border Land“; 
„Mission of Great Sufferings’’; Thoughts and 
Things at Home and Abroad”; and, of ter 
years, several grammars and readers in Sanscrit, 
Persian, and other languages. 
PROF. SAWYER, 
while notin the least wishing to detract from 
Mr. Barritt’s greatness as 4 scholar, thinks that 
“the learned blacksmith,” . after all, was 
more distinguished for his goodness than his 
greatness. His heart went out to ail mankind, 
and his greatest pleasure was in alleviating suf- 
fering aud in taking away the sting of poverty. 
While in England. and advocating the peace 
cause, he published a little paper called the 
Oiive-Branch, and the Quakers, it is said, 
not op! loved him, dut almost adored 
bim. it is common, in accounting 
for a man’s greatness, to inquire, 
Who were his parents?“ but inthis instance 
there seems to have been less of inheritance and 
more of improvement of the original talent. 
Elibu Burritt, Sr., and Elizabeth Hinsdale, were 
ordinary, Christian common-folks, the impress 
of whose teachings was observable in thoss 
sterling qualities which make up the worth of 
honest manhood. Prof. Crawford, who knew 
him weil, and who is 4 keen avalyzer of 
character, attributes Mr. Burritt’s success 
more to his application and diligence than to 
any innate talent which he possessed. In 
speaking of his condition in life as regards this 
world’s goods, Prof. Sawver remarked last 
evening that Mr, Burritt was always poor until 
he was appointed Consul to Birmingham. 
During the eight years of bis Consulate he man- 
aged to Jay up enough to make him comfortable, 
but not rich, tor the remainder of his days. 
His unselfishness was one of the prominent 
traits of his character. Nearly always, testified 
Prof. Sawyer, he refused to receive remunera- 
tion for services rendered to the public wheu 
such remuneration would have been not only 
proper but strictly just. Most of his 
lectures were free to all, and what he had to 
sav for the benefit of mankind was literally to 
pe had without money and without price.“ 
Prof. Sawyer, a warm but just eulogist, says 
that Mr. Burritt’s was one of the sweetest 
characters he ever knew. His life wasa perfect 
sunshine. Everybody was made happy who 
enjoyed his society, and general benevolence 
and thorough good-heartedness characterized 
his feelings towards all mankina, whom he 
truly looked upon as brothers. 


BIOGRAPHICAL, 

A dispatch announces the death, night before 
last, at New Britain, Conn., of Elihu Burritt, so 
well known in this country and in Europe as 
e the learned blacksmith.”’ 

He was born in New Britain Dec. 8, 1810, and 
was a descendant of William Burritt, who died 
at Stratford, Conu., in 1651. His father, Eliha 
Burritt, Sr., was a shoemaker, and supported 
respectably a family of ten children, Elihu being 
the youngest of five sons. His mother was Eliz 
abeth Hinsdale, a good, honest, Christian 
woman, whose pious instincts were 
instilled into the minds of her children. 
Occupying this position, it was bis privilege to 
remain at home with his parents and contribute 
to the support and comfort of their old age. 
At 16 he had arrived at the full stature and 
strength of a man. He then united himseif 
with a Congregational Church in New Britain, 
At this time his father’s first and last illness 
commenced. For nearlyayear Elihu labored 
through the day in the field or the forest, and 
watched through half the night at the bedside 
of hia father that his mother might be enabled to 
take the necessary rest. After his fathers death 
he apprenticed himself to a blacksmith of the 
town. The only school education he had re- 
ceived up to that period was three months at a 
district school during the winter before he was 
15 years old. But, what was of far greater 
importance, he had a keen appetite for reading, 
which kept his mind awake, and which was 
doubtless stimulated by the difficulty he had in 
procuring books. The inte se passion for read- 
ing he attributed less to the innate force of his 
own mind than to the mere adventitious cir- 
cumstance in his early youth,—the 
hearing of the stories of garrulous old Revolu- 
tionary soldiers, who at that time abounded in 
every part of New England. Making the dis- 
—— that tales of a similar character might be 
found in books, be read guct as fell into his 
hands, and this love of narrative made the Bible 
a fascinating book to him. It was the first one 
which he read after getting through the spell- 
ing-book, aud be used to steal away with it 
under his arms and devourits wonderful histo- 
ries and personal narratives with a zest 
which his good mother fondly mistook for 
religious impressions. When the Bible was ex- 
hausted, a great vacuum. All the books in the 
village were contained in the parish library, and 
from this only once in two months could a sul» 
scriber obtain any book, and then only two 
quartos or four duodecinios. After a confer- 
ence with his mother they compromised with 
regard to a selection, he being allowed to 
choose one-half, according to his own particular 
taste for his own particular reading, and sbe the 
other. 

He picked out books of history, while his 
mother selected sermons and _ homilies. 
Two little duodecimo| volumes 
however, scanty fare for 
hungry mind, and spite of the most rigid fru- 

gality of reading never lasted him beyond the 
first month, so that, to use his own phrase, for 
the last month be was in a state intellectual 
famine. Sometimes, but not often, he per- 
suaded his mother that with so good a minister 
as they had one small volume of sermons might 
suffice for her spiritual necessities. In this way, 
by the time he was 16, he was master of the con- 
tents of all the historical works in the 
collection, and may of which he 
had read two or three times over. 
he apprenticed himself to a blacksmith be took 
up his residence with his brother Elijah, who 
had been forced to flee from Georgia on account 
of a suspicion that he had opinions favorable 
to the total abolition of slavery. By Elijah’s 
advice when his term of apprenticeship bad ex- 
pired be laid aside his hammer and became a 
student with his brother for half a year. His 
alm was to be able to manage a surveyor’s com- 
pass and perhaps read Virgu in Latin. 

After this half year of study he 
was well versed in mathematics, had 
gone through Virgil, and read several 
French works. Well satisfied, he returned to 
the forge determined to make up for lost time, 
To accomplish this he engaged himself to do

thus receiving double wages. Severe as this 
labor was, requiring fourteen hours a day, he 
still found time to read a little of Virgil or a 
few pages of French morning or evening. He 
at this time also first began to look into the 
Spanish, which to his delight he found he could 
read without much difficulty. His was not a 
mind to stand still nor to be satisfied 
with the attainment of the nearest goal, 
There was still always) a goal beyond, 
and that must also be reached. Thus it wag 
that during that summer he conceived the ides 
of making himself 1 with Greek. He 
therefore procured a Greek grammar, a little 
book which would just lie in the crown of bis 
straw hat, and which he thus carried with him 
to bis work,—the casting of brass cow-bells in a 
couple of furnaces which he bad to watch with 
no little attention. While standing beside these 
waiting for the fusing of the metal he would 
take out his little grammar and commit 
part of a Greek verb to memory. 
Thus he worked on till autumn 
with which came self-dissatisfactton. Seeing 
tbe intellectual world lying before bim like an 
undiscovered land, be again resolved to sacrifice 
a whole winter to extend that knowledge, which 
was so necessary to him. 

He therefore left the furnaces and 
New Haven, not with the intention of entering 
Yale College, but with a vague sort of notion 
that the very atmosphere of that seat of learn- 
ing would facilitate his progress. On arriving 
in town he took lodgings at an inn, and com- 
menced a course of study on the following plan, 
which is given “ in own words: 

As soon as the man who attended to the fires 
had made one in the common sitting-room, 
which was at about half-past 4 in the mornin . 
arose and studied German till breakfast, which 
was served at half-past 7. When the boarders 
were gone to their places of business,I sat down 
to Homer's Iliad without a note or comment to

guage until bedtime. I followed this —— te 
two or three months, at the end of which time 
I had read about the whole of the Iliad in 
Greek, and made considerable progress in 
French. Italian, German, and Spanish... 
The winter over, he returned to New Britain 
and girded on his leather apron “to mak ud 
for lost time.” The fame of his learning 1 
ever, had traveled before him, and he was re- 
quested to undertake the management of a 
grammar school ina neighboring town. Thig 
post he occupied for a year, attending nd less 
sedulously to his own studies than those of his 
pupils. His health suffered from the confine. 
ment and the want of that vigorous exercise to 
which he had been accustomed, and he was com. 
pelled to give up the school. He then engaged 
himself, much to his own advantage, ag 8 
traveling agent for a manufacturing 
company in New Britain. He took his books 
with him, and during his journeys he tom- 
menaced and pursued the study of Hebrew. His 
Hebrew Bible and several works in 8 
were his daily companions, he icaving his horse 
at liberty and reading on the road, and even oc. 
cupied several hours of each night. This mode 
of life continued for twelve months, during 
which time he made his first essay in 
ORIGINAL AUTHORSHIP,— : 


a story called My Brother’s Grave.“ Thug 
anew faculty was discovered, and ever after 
the pen became a medium of communication 
between him and the public. He next com- 
menced business on his own account in 
New Britain, but unfortunately this 
before the great commercial revolut 
Burritt, like many another trader, was u 
cessful. He, however, was not one calculated 
to achieve success in trade,—his heart and sou 
were in his learned books, and to these he 
turned, determined to consecrate his life hence- 
forth to intellectual pursuits. He turndd te 
the stuay of the Orientai languages, but a diff. 
culty arising from want of books, he decided to 
overcome it by making a voyage to Europe,—te 
work his way across the 1 505 asa 
mon sailor, or in any oth way in which 
he could receive wages, which he intended 
to spend in the purchase of books at any port 
at which the ship might stop, and thus re 
to his own country with a little library. set 
out on foot for Boston, with a change of linen 
in a handkerchief, $3, and an old silver watch 
which did not go. His mother furnished: him 
with — and other light pro 
litule knowing what the real object of the ; 
ney was, since he told neither ber por any of 
his acquaintances. After a travel ot 120 miles, 
footsore and weary, he arrived in Boston, only 
to find that no vessel was sailing from 
that port. He learned, however, to 
his comfort that there was an antiquarian 
library in Worcester, forty miles distant, atid to 
that place he resolved to go to get work'ss a 
journeyman and gain access to the books. He 
was exhausted by bodily fatigue, lame, anf re- 
‘duced in finances to $1 and the old watch. He 
limped along the streets, but, on reaching: 
ton Bridge, was overtaken by a wagon ven 
by a boy. On inquiry, he learned that the boy 
was going to Worcester, and was will to 
take him there. At the end of the journey he 
gave the boy the old watch, telling him of 
its useless condition, but that as he could 
perhaps afford to have it mended it —— oe 
worth more even than the ride, and if 30 at 
some ſuture time he might give him the differ- 
ence. 

Burritt very soon engaged himself as a jour- 
neyinan blacksmith for 812 a month and 
A very short time sufficed to show bim that the 
antiquarian library at Worcester could be of lit- 
tle or no use to him, and this discovery filled 
him with a deep sorrow. It was open to the 
public but a certain number of hours 
during the day, and these were the 
very hours when ‘his duties confined 
him to the anvil. He continued, therefore, 
his Hebrew studies unassisted as he best was 
able. Every moment which he could s out 
of the four-and-twenty hours was devoted to 
study. He read before breakfast and while he 
ate. The severe labor affected his bealth. He 
suffered from headache, for which he took more 
forging and less study. 

His diary bears the following record for one 
week: ‘* Monday—Headache; forty pages of 
Cuvier’s Theory of the Earth; sixty-four pages 
of French; eleven hours of forging. Tuesday 
—Sixty-five lines of Hebrew; thirty pages 
of French; ten pages of Cuvier’s ‘Theory; 
eight lines ot ‘Syrica; ten lines 
Danish; ten lines Bohemian, nine lines 
Polish, 15 names of stars, 10 hours forging. 
Wednesday—25 lines Hebrew, 50 peges agtron- 
omy, II hours forging. Thursday—55 lines He- 
brew, 8 lines Syriac, 11 hours forging. 
Unwell; 12 hours forging. Saturday—Uawell; 
50 pages natural 2 10 hours forging.

Free from the Clutches of Valen- 
tine Scrip-Owners. 


Main Points of Secretary Sohorz’s De- 
cision---The Claim Squelehed. 


Corporation-Counsel Bonfield received yester- 
day a copy ot Secretary Schurz’s opinion rela- 
tive to the Valentine scrip and the effort to lo- 
cate it on Dearbora Park. 

After giving a resume of the history of the 
Fort Dearborn Reservation and the way in which 
a portion of it came to be dedicated to public 


uses as a park, the Secretary says: 

The only questions material to a decision of the 
case are: Can the action of the M . 
War in selling and disposing of the lands ve 
mentioned be now iaquired into by this Depart- 
ment? (2) Are the lands applied for of the class 
intended to de made subject to tion with 
Valentine scrip? 

It is not 2 by counsel for the licant, nor 
questioned by any one, that lands sold under the 
irection of the Secretary of War brought their 
full value atthe time, nor thatthe plan adopted 
for selling the same was not more advan us for 
the Government than to have sold the entire tract 
to one person. 

The sale appears te have been open and fair, and 
all parties desirous of purchasmg any portion of 
the land were given an opportusit / so to do. 

The sales made were subsequently confirmed, and 
the parties purchasing in due time received their 
patents for the tracts purchased. 

If the Secretary of War exceeded his authority in 
u confirming the sales thus made, as 
Claim er for the applicant, it cannot be 
doubted that the coveyances execated and deliv- 
ered by him to the purchasers passed the title 

rima facie to the tracts therein described. The 

itie thus acquired cannot, or at least should not, 
disturbed by the act of any executive officer. 
fit be trae thatthe titles thas granted are void- 
able inacsuit bronght by the Government, they 
Can only be attacked through the conrts, and 
should not be questioned there even anlega it be 
2 tust the Government was defrau dy the 
14 e. 
In the plan of sale adopted by Solicitor Birchard, 
and approved by the Secretary of War, each pur- 
haever acquired an interest in the streets and alleys 
aid down on the plat. Where a tract of iand is 
divided into lots and blocks and streets and 
alleys, for the aceommodation of the side- owners. 
and the lots and blocks are sold by the party mak- 
ing the plat, the purchasers and the public have a 
right to presume that such streets and alleys are 
dedicated to the public use, and to act accordingly. 


THE SAME PRINCIPLE APPLIES 


in case a park or public square, or tract for a public 
square, is laid down on the plat. The owner, 
after the sale of the lots and blocks, cannot sell the 
tract so set apart either as an entirety or in parcels. 
Each purchaser of a lot would have a right in such 
a case to insist that he purchased in accordance 
with the plan of sale adopted by the owner, and 
that a sale of all the lots and blocks divested the 
owner of all interest in the property. 
I know of no reason Why te same principle 
should not be applied in this ease. If it was most 
advantageous tothe Government to sell the tract 
formerly known as Fort Dearborn Reservation by 
dividing it into lets and blocks, witu streets and 
alleys, anda pubiic square thereon, a sale of all 
of the lots and blocks into which the tract was thas 
divided, it seems to me, should be considered 3 
sale of so much of the reservation as was included 
in that plan. The right of the Secretary of 
War to sell the tract of land he caused to 
be platted and divided into lots and biocks, 
and in the manner adopted by him, has never been 
questioned by the Government; but, on the con- 
trary, the plat then made has been recognized by 
Congress in disposing of some of the lots not soid 
at that time. 
AFTER A LAPSE OF FORTY YEARS, 


during which time extensive and valuable improve- 
ments have been made on the lots sold, as well as 
on the streets and tract reserved for a public 
square, and no objections having been raised dy 
the United States to the manner in which the 
original tract was disposed of, lam of the opinion 
that the titles, as well as the rights, easements, 
and privileges, granted dy the Solicitor of your 
uffice, and confirmed by the Secretary of War dy ms 
approval of the acts of that officer, should be con- 
sidered settled, and no longer subject to be 
questioned by any one. 

There are other grounds which, in my opinion, 
are necessarily fatal to this application. 

The act of the Secretary of War, in making a 
fina] disposition of this land in 1839, was 

CONCLUSIVE AND BINDING 
upon the Interior Department, and cannot now be 
reconsidered or set aside, directly or indirectly: 
The doctrine of ree judicata, so well known and 
recognized in tae courts, has no less a standing in 
the Executive Departments; indeed, in all things, 
and in all kinds of cases, the departments apoly it 
in the same manner in which it is applied by the 
court. 
This rule is equally applicable to cases which 
have been decided by tne head of a different de- 
partment, who, at the date of his decision, had 
jurisdiction over the matter involved in his decis- 
ion. This question was expressly decided by At- 
torney-General Reverdy Jonnson in 1850, in the 
Des Moines River case. 
THE ONLY REMAINING QUESTION 


to be considered is whether Valentine scrip is lo- 
eataple gpon this ignd. The acto? April 5, 1872, 
under which this scrip issued, provided that in lieu 
of the Miranda Mexican grant, called Rancho 
Arrago de San Antonio,”' situated in the County of 
Sonoma, in the State of California, and an execu- 
tion of a deed ‘‘conveying to the United States all 
his right, title, and interest to the lands covered by 
said Mitanda grant, Thomas B. Valentine, or his 
legal representatives, may select and shali be al- 
lowed patents for an equal quantity of unoccapied 
and uuappropriated public lands of the United 
States, not mineral, aud in tracts not less than the 
subdivisions provided for in the United States land 
laws: and, if unsurveyed when taken, to conform, 
when surveyed, to the general system of United 
States surveys. (17 Statutes, 649.) 

It is contended by counsel that the lands con- 
veyed by Valentine to the United States were situ-

EQUITABLE INTENTION OF THE LAW-MAKERS, 
lam of tne opinion that it was intended that thi 
scrip should be located apon any unoccupied an 
unappropriated public lands, not mineral, which 
were ina state of mature, and I do not think tnat 
Congress intended that Mr. Valentine, or his as- 
signs, should be allowed to locate said scrip in the 
business ceutre of one ef oar great cities, and thus 
absorb its streets, parks, and public improvements. 
The lands sought to be located with this scrip by 
Valentine and others are probabiy of more value 
than the entire Miranda grant, and the equitable 
rnie invoked by counsel is, in my opinion, a con- 
clusive argument against the claims.

A SELF-PROPELLER. 
FRIGHTENING A HORSE TO DEATGS. 

A somewhat remarkable accident took place 
vesterday morning on Madison street, whereby 
the conductor oi a street car got a severe frac- 
ture of his left leg, and one of the horses was 
literally frightened to deatb. The accident oc- 
curred in tbis way: At about five minutes past 
10 o’clock a Madison street car was coming cast 
on thé viaduct, and the steam sel{-propelling 
fire-engine which is located at the corner of 
Adams apd Franklin streets was going west on 
the bridge.. The conductor of the car, James C. 

King, jumped off the platform and caught the 
‘nigh horse by the bit, as the team was very 
nervous. About this time the propeller came 
off the bridge and went across the viaduct on 
the right-band side, and at the same time the 
Fire Marshal’s wagon came along with the gong 
‘sounding, with one of the Assistant Mar- 
shals upon the seat: The driver turned out on 
the opposite side of the car from which the pro- 
peller was going, and the two noisy vehicles 
passed, one on each side of the restive team, 
The horse which King was holding reared up, 
and at that moment the off-horse fell dead in 
his tracks, striking the conductor on the left leg 
a terrific blow with one of his fore feet and 
‘breaking both the bones of the unfortunate 
man’s limb about,balf way between the knee 
and the ankle. 

King was taken by Assistant-Superintendent 
J. H. Swinarton, of the West Division Railway 
Company, to No. 1001 West Madison strect, the 
residence of Mrs. De Camp, with whom he 
boards, and Dr. Skeer was called in. He pro- 
nounced the fracture a very bad one. The Com- 
pany will see that he is properly cared for, as he 
was injured while in the discharge of his duty. 
King was a single man. 

The horse that died was a fine-looking animal, 
in good condition, and full of spirit. He did 
not rear and plunge as much as bis mate, but 

the yerdict of all who saw the accident was that 
the horse actually died of fright. He trem- 
bled excessively, and suddenly fell to the 
ground, straightened his limbs out violently, 
and expired. It was the opinion of a_physician 
that a blood-vessel was ruptured near the heart, 
but no blood came from his mouth or nostrils. 
It is possible that a post mortem exafhination 
would reveal the fact that a horse is subject to 
heart-disease the same asa human being, and 
that great excitement or sudden fright will pro- 
duce death as quickly. 

King bore the excessive pain of his wound 
and the setting of the fractured bones without a 
murmur, much to the admiration of all who 
witnessed the operation. Supt. Lake says that 

this is the second horse the steam propellers 
have used up for the West Division Railway 
Company within a few weeks. The Company 
has never called upon the city to reimburse its 
loss, but it is apparent that damages might con- 
sisten tly be claimed.

ness, amounting to $9,500, was on hand. The 
report was referred. 

resident Woodard submitted bis report. He 
congratulated the friends of our park system 
on the final settlement of all the legal compli- 
cations of the but regretted that the cost 
had been $1,707. The report called attention to 
the resolution of ex-Commissioner Holden, 
adopted Oct. 17, 1877, in which the hold-ons 
pledged themselves, in case their removal was 
sustained by the Courts, to refund and pay into 
the Park Board Treasury all money expended in 
contesting the action of Gov. Cullom 
in removing them, which amounted to 
$3,161, which they had sever done. 
A summary of the financial condition of the 
Board was then given, and it was announced 
that a bill was before the Legislature to au- 
thorize the issuance of bonds to fund the out- 
standing debt, which, if it became a law, would 
evable the Board to meet all obligations prom pt- 
lv, restore its credit, and save about $9,000 in 
interest annually. The report made several 
recommendations, among W ich was the contin- 
uance of the economica) policy of the past year, 
and stated that there was under cul‘- 
ure in the parks sufficient ground to 
afford pleasant resorts; hence the 
Board could wait until the return of 
prosperous times before commencing any fur- 
ther expebditures. There were several ways to 
invest the park funds,—new driveways from the 
North to the South Side to each of parks were 
needed, and the boulevards between the parks 
might be improved. It seemed proper te put 
under cultivation the land in Central Park 
which bad been, comparatively speaking, much 
neglected, and whatever extensions were made 
should be made in this park. The extensions, 
however, should be well considered, and only 
made to keep pace with private en- 
terprise and public demands. ‘here was 
need in each park of a suitable 
building for an office for the Superintendent 
aud shelter for visitors, and, — for 
retreshment rooms. The report concluded with 
an exhibit of the improyements made, and was 
referred and ordered printed. 

The Treasurer’s report was next read, which 
was substantially a reproduction of the Secre- 
tary’s report. It was referred. 

Commissioner Bennett reported on the con- 
dition of titles which had not been previously 
reported upon. Placed on file. 

The same gentleman presented an ordinanee 
providing for establishing a pound for the ac- 
commodation of animals found trespassing on 
park grounds, which was laid over. 

The next order of business was the election of 
officers for the ensuing year. 

Commissioner Wilcox moved to postpone the 
election on account of Mr. McCrea’s re-appoint- 
ment not having been confirmed, and Mr. Rahif 
not having yet qualified. 

Some discussion followed the motion, and 
finally the election was postponed until a week 
from Monday. 


THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 


THE WORK BEGUN. 

The work of fitting up the basement of the 
Government Building for the occupancy of the 
Post-Office has actually begun, the first step be- 
ing the removal of the rubbish from the Clark 
street front, which was commenced yesterday. 
Supt. McDowell has telegraphed to Washington 
the dimensions of the floor-lights and skylights 
so as to expedite the letting of the contracts. 
The contract for the temporary door and win- 
dow-frames has already been awarded, and their 
delivery commences Tuesday. Monday three 
Cangs of forty men each will commence opera- 
tions, which will be carried on day and night 
until the work is completed. If the authorities 
at Washington will only act promptly, by this 
time in April the Post-Office will bein the build- 
ing, and the employes very comfortably accom- 
modated. 

Foliowing is the full text of the letter of in- 
structions forwarded to Gen. McDowell by the 
acting Supervising Architect of the Treasury: 

In the building under your charge, authorized 
by telegram of the 5th inst., you are advised that 
the Department desires to do as much of -the work 
as possible by contract, requiring the successful 
bidder for the respective branches of work to em- 
ploy a double force (day and nicht), and it is 
deemed that fhe following oranches can be advan- 
tageously placed under contract, namely: Grading 
the site when necessary, hauling dirt, he wood- 
work of doors and windows, temporary skylight, 
bardware fixed in place, plastering, painting, 
glazing, plumbing,and gas-fitting, temporary gas- 
fixtures, and smoking-pipes. All other works, such 
as cleaning the basement, wheeling dirt therefrom 
to a point from which it can be hauled away, put- 
ting in concrete, building platforms, stairs, and rai!- 
ing to areas of woud; moving fence shops and lawing 
a wooden sidewalk can be done by the day. You 
are authorized to obtain from responsible parties 
in your city proposals for doing the work first above 
mentioned, and accept the proposals of the lowest 
bidders that are willing and able to complete the 
work within the time allowed, notifying thie office 
of your action in each case, and transmitting the 
original] proposals with copies of your letter of ac- 
ceptance. Any stoves required for heating the 

uarters to be occupied should be furnished by the 
Posthaaster of your city, whom you will notify of 
the number and size of stoves required. The 
work must be pushed with the utmost vigor. The 
expenditures need not be kept separate in your ac- 
counts for constraction of the building, but the 
temrorary work req zired may be shown separately 
on your reports, and a special sheet may be added 
thereto for the purpose.

t. “The city is already filled to over- 
flowing with position-seekers, while thousands 


of acres are lying unimproyed ju the West. 
How can I interest my boy in agricultural pur- 


suits?’ Let us see. 


As up the steeps of life we press, two well-tread 


paths are plainly drawn; 


One leads us on to happiness, and one to wealth's 


inviting lawn. 

Although some may wander from these paths, 
and others may alternate between the two, yet 
in one of them wiil be found the footprints of 
the .clear majority. Though man may be com- 
pelled by the force of circumstances to select an 
occupation that is distasteful, none will do so 
voluntarily. To interest a young man in any 
particular vocation, it must, therefore, be made 
inviting; and, to make it so, it must be shown 
to lead to happiness or to wealth. 

Instead of being taught that agricultural pur- 
suits lead to this, mary are reared in complete 
ignorance of the resuits. Farmer’s sons are 
kept at constant work during the year,—there 
is no enjoyment, and they are never told what 
is made trom their labor; hence, at the close of 
the year,’ they look back only upon a gear ol 
hard labor. Do you wonder, therefore, that so 
many farmers’ sons forsake tne farm! 

This is not right; it isthe duty of the father 
to keep a set of books for the inspection cf the 
son: let him know what is made from each ar- 
ticle produced or grown; whit the expenses 
have been, and what is left at the close of the 
year. If it bas been a losing year, care should 
be taken to show him the reasons for the loss, 
and that the farmer is not the only one that has 
suffered, lest ne erroneously couciude that he is 
the only one who receives Fortune’s frown. If 
the father is not a farmer, or is one of those de- 


‘nominated * shiftless farmers,’’—who are con- 


tent to go drifting with the tide, living from 


hand to mouth,—the boy should then be pointed 


to a successful husbandman, so that he may see 
that well directed labor pays. 

The most effectual method of eulisting the 
attention of the farmer’s son is by asking his 
opinion concerning the affairs of the farm, Not 
for the purpose of getting advice to follew, 
but an opinion is not worthicss because its au- 
thor is a boy,—fools guess right sometimes. If 
the opinion is wrong it should be corrected, not 
by scorn or indignation, for boys are sensitive 
beings when conversing with a superior, though 
lions among their playmates ;\and their young 
mipds, like baiky horses, cannot be made to 
work wheu ill-tieated; Set them right, there- 
fore, by the use of words. You are never wast- 
ing your time because conversing sensibly with 
a boy, for boys grow to be menu soon, and the 
seeds we sow in their young minds wil! ripen 
into the bountiful harvest ere long, and as the 
world reaps the benefit it will look with ad- 
miration upon the sower, then white with years, 
or upon his memory if he shall have crossed the 
golden strand. 

Thus interest them. Show them that while 
farming does not lead to instantaneous wealth, 
ite accumulations are certain and less subject to 
external circumstances than other pursuits. 
Show them that the hand that holds the piow 
supports the nation,“ that the farmer is the ful- 
crum that lifts the world to financial prosperity ; 
that, while the ends of the lever are up and 
down, his position remains unehanged, except 
as it shares the geveral rise or fall. 

Show him thai farming leads to happiness, 

It gives independence, as we bave seen, with- 
out which lite is bondage. The professional map, 
the politician, and, in a measure, the merchant, 
must bow and scrape, button*hole and cajole, 
but the farmer drives up bis produce, and says: 
„ What’ll ye give?“ It brings just as much as 
though covered all over with red tape. It takes 
lots. of sand“ to become a successful poli- 
tican; but the farmer bauls his wheat to mar- 
ket, and the less sand he has the better. Farm- 
ing gives more contentment and less fretting 
than any other occupation, unless it is an in- 
vestment in Government bonds; nut when a 
man makes this latter his business, his friends 
snould give the undertaker a job, for such a man 
is fipancialiy dead. 

Again, oi her occupations should be divested 
of the false glimmer that clusters around them, 
in the mind-of ali bovs, especially those who are 
on the, farm. ‘The business that boys are en- 


‘gaeed in is like some men’s wives, their neigh- 


bor’s is more desirable. Show them, therefore, 
the dark side of their neighbor's calling. Let 
them know that every cloud has a dark centre, 
as well as a silver lining; show them the mer- 
chant with his effects all upon the ledger, His 
competitors cutting prices to break him up, and 
his crealtors forcing him to the wall; . show 
him the panics in financial circles; the sieepicss 
nights of the pbysician; and instead of always 
showing him the lawyer before a jury, or on the 
road to eminence, show him the miduight- 
prepared brief. Instead of a life of ease und 
tranquillity, show him a prisoner driven mad 
with ambitious desires to climb the wall, vet 
unable to do so from the fact that he has notb- 
ing but theory to aid him. Instead of showing 
him a ladder with plenty of room at the top, as 
Webster would do, show him a bundred hands 
grasving in vain for a place on any lower round 
that they may ascend with the rest. Show him 
thet when upon the ladder he will find many a 
peer in intellect, having wealth, influence, and 
friends to help him on. Do not aid him in the 
belief that he can jump by a single bound to the 
upper round of the ladder of eminence, when 
no one bearing his name bas had the good for- 
tuue to win a place upon the lower round. 

Show the boy the nobility of labor. 

Ihe time was when al! estates were owned 
by lords, and menial service was only performed 
by slaves. But this bas changed, and he who 
labors is free indeed. It has been found that 
every foot of the road that leads to un- 
and misery, criminality and 
vice, is known to those who are 
reared in idleness, while it has only an .occa- 
sioval traveler from the ranks of honest in- 
dustry, and around the laborer, therefore, has 
been thrown a mantle of respect which idleness 
can neyer wear. Give the rising generation to 
understand these truths. Give them this motto: 
Nature knows no inactivity, and bumanity for 
idleness should have no piace. Teach them 
that the vames “ country-plug “ and “ plow- 
joeger ’’ do not apply to the farmer who is 
known to take the papers, support a library, 
and look at his fellew men wth horizontal 
visiou. As Shakspeare says: “ihe jay is not 
more precious than the lark, because his 
feathers are more beautiful.”’ 

Nor is the adder better than the eel, 

Becfuse his painted skin contents ihe eve; 

And, as the sun breaks through tite darkest cloud, 
So honor peereth in the meanest habit. 

But in conclusion, -with the farimer’s son, 

To farm, or not to farm, will ever be the question, 

Whether ‘tis nobler in the heat to suffer 

Amid the new mow?n hay, or golden harvest.

HOW TO TAME BOrS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune 

JEFFERSON, Wis., March 3.—Aamt Mab, I will 
answer your question by relating my experience 
with the care of a boy Very much like Ahe one 
that you speak of. Circumstances once made 
it neces$ary for me to have the management of 
him for five weeks, and, had not attended 
school duringghat time, I think I should have 
died long before the time had expired. Follow- 
ing are some of the ways that I took to preserve 
my life: 

At that time we bought corn for our fowls on 
the cob, and 1 hired bim to shell it. We bad a 
quantity of cranberries, and, as many of them 
were soft, I hired him to pick them over, and 
also beans. There were a great many small 
stones in the street on Which we lived, and I 
paid him a little sum for picking them up, and 
also ſor cutting down or pulling up weeds 
wherever be could find any. This kind of work 
and much more was all done in the daytime, 
before and after school, and Saturdays. The 
way that I kept up his interest in the work was 
to talk with him, in an auimated way, about the 
particular thing he was to buy with the money. 

Now | will tell you about our evenings. 
two organized a little association which we call- 
ei* The Twin Cub,“ but I shall only tell you 
of its most prominent feature in this letter. 
The first thing 1 did was to furnish him with a 
tack-hammer, a paper of bright tin-coated tacke, 
and a nice little pine board. Then, taking a 
book on natural history, 1 told him I was go- 
ing to read to him about one of the animals, and 
be must drive very lightly one of the tacks into 
the board for everything he learned about it.

7 As soon as he began to tire of it I made little 
changes, to keep up his interest. I substituted 
towns, birds, flowers, ete., for animals, and, in- 
stead of using tacks, I sometimes cut up several 
figs, or other fruit, into small pieces, and every 
time he told of a fact he devoured ove picce. 
Again it was bits of candy, raisins, etc. By 80 
doing I not only succeeded in living througn all 
the evenings of the five weeks, but I also learned 
a good deal myself, because I afterwards fol- 
lowed up the subjects. 

Now, | wish to make a suggestion to that 
mother: ‘Tell your son that fora year he must 
earn all of his pocket-money, and that he may 
have as Many opportunities as possible, I would 
not only hire him to do such work as I have toid 
you about. but I would also pay him for learn- 
ing such little lessons as the above, and also for 
leaving off his bad habits. I advise you to have 
aperfeect understanding with him in regard to 
the subject. Tell bim that you donot think 
very well of hiring children to work and do 
right, because you think that they ought to do 
so because it is right, and it is wrong not to do 
so; but you want to help him to overcome bis 
bad habits, and you are going totry that plan 
lor a year, to see how it will answer.

Arch-Rebel. 
Vigorous Speeches by Messrs. Hoar, Blaine, and 
Chandler, in Denunciation of the Deable- 
Dyed Traitor.

Wasuixetox, March 3.—Pending the consid- 
eration of the Arrears-of-Pensions Appropriation 
bill in the Senate, before daylight this morning, 
there occurred one of the most exciting and in- 
teresting debates which have been beard during 
the session. For hours the Senators, many of 
them old and not robust mén, had been seated 
in the close and overheated chamber. They 
were worn out, both mentaliy and physicailv, 
and it seemed asif the session would drag its 
slow length along without interest or excite- 
ment until the sunlight came. Suddenly, howev- 
er, when the members were most exhausted, and 
the galleries most bored by the prosy and hum- 
drum speeches of comparatively obscure Sena- 
tors, who, on ordinary occasions, speak toempty 
benches, 

MR. HOAR TOOK THE FLOOR. 

His calm, self-possessea, almost impenetrable 
face was paler than usual. He had been at a 
dinner-party, was in full dress, and, as he arose, 
bis snow-white hair and beard contrasted 
strongly with his keen gray eye, and bovish, 
unfurrowed face, he presented a most striking 
appearance. Senator Hoar js not a popular man 
among his associates, far from it; but he never 
speaks unless he has something to say, and, 
consequentiy, he is always listened to with 
attention. This morning it was evident from 
bis manner that he was about to advance sume 
proposition of more than ordinary importance, 
and, when be moved to exclude Jefferson Davis, 
the late President of the so-called Southern Con- 
federacy, from any -bevelits which might be 
bestowed upon veterans of the Mexican war 
under the Shields amendment to the bill under 
discussion, it was at once apparent to those who 
know the temper of the Senate that 

A GREAT POLITICAL DEBATE 
was about to begin. Nor was this a mistake. 

With a voice which was most impressive be- 
cause of its forced calmness, the Senator de- 
clared that the name which was inserted in his 
amendment bad not been singled out by any 
wish of his. or by the wish of apy person who 
agreed with him politicaliy, For that singling 


out Jefferson Davis was himself responsible. By 


his own acts be was conspi¢uous. By his attack 
upon the life of the nation which had educated 
aud bonored him he was siustzd out; and be- 
cause of the fact that he had mgt given utter- 
ance to one word of regret for tile past, or ove 
word of cheerful acquiescence in the present. 
He was covspicuous because to-day, as ever, he 
spurned the clemency of the Government waich 
he could not overthrow. It was for these 
reasons, Mr. Hvar said, that he would never 
consent to tax the loval widows and orphans of 
the land that the name of Jefferson Davis 
might be placed upon the pension-roll—the roll 
of honor of the United States. 

These words had 

AN ALMOST MAGICAL EFFECT 

upon the Senate. Members who a few moments 
before were half-asleep in the cloak-rooms or 
lunching in the restaurant, came crowding into 
the Chamber, wide-awake and cxpectant. The 
weary watchers in the galleries were weary vo 
longer, and from all sides there was a buzz of 
keen anticipation. Even this was hushed, how- 
ever, when Mr. Garland, of Arkansas,—geunt, 
uncouth, and angular,—togk the flour to defend 
his former chief. He did so manfully, and with 
all the intensity of his Southern, backwouds 
nature. But he was no match for the trained 
and scholarly Massachusetts lawver, and when 
he sat down there was a general feeling that be 
had not helped the man who led the Lost 
Cause. 

No other Southerner seemed ready to second 
the effort of Mr Garland, and for a moment 
there was a slight halt in the proceedings. It 
was only for a moment, however. Finding that 
there was nothing to be expected from his ex-

fully-picked worus he covered Jeff Davis all 
over with whitewash, and did everything possi- 
ble to soothe the wounded feelings of the men 
from the Cotton States. At the same time be 
was most careful tojsay nothing which could 
be construed into ‘an indorsement of dis- 
lovalty. Jefferson Davis, be said, had 
not sought an office, and consequent- 
ly had never had bis aisabilities re- 
moved; hence, in the eyes of the Senator from 
Massachusetts [Mr. Hoar], he was not worthy 
to be on the pension-roll of the country, White 
Longstreet was honored with a post-office, Key 
with a place in the Cabinet, Orr with the mission 
to Russia. and Mosby, who had boasted that he 
was the Marion in the second war, with placesoi 


Aieh trust and profit. 


To this Mr. Hoar replied, with good effect, 
that all the gentlemen referred to, and others of 
the same class, had acquiesced in the results of 
the War, and, having dooe so, he and all the 
men of his party were gladly willing to welcome 
them back to the enjoyment of every benellt 
which the community could bestow.

Giazed Frost. 
London Timea, 

A remarkable phenomevon of this nature 
occurred last month in some parts of France. 
We give a few particulars regarding it from let- 
ters to the French Academy. According te M. 
Godefroy, writing from a place in Louret, 
fell continuously for three successive days (the 
22d, 28d, and 24th of January), and vet the the 
mometer remained at 2, 3, and even 4d 
below zero. When the rain was scanty, 
drop at ovce solidified, even on w 
It took the form of small, flattened, and 
lar pastilles. The phenomenon was 
remarkable on woolen stuffs. The drops bad 
evidently been brought to a state of surfusion 
in their passage through cold air, so that they 
immediately solidified on meeting solid bodies. 
When the rain was plentifol, on tue other hand, 
part of it was at once changed to ice, but pert 
flowed down on solid bodies, forming a new 
layer of ice and producing stalactites. The 
ice-covered branches of trees broke more 
and more under the weight, and on the 
evening of the second day the phenomenon a* 
sumed frightfal proportions. Crack succeeded 
crack with growing rapidity. In the moruing 
the ground was strewed with branches, whole 
trecs lay prostrate and uprooted, and others) 
were split in two from top to base. Thema 
* were entirely cleared of their branches, 
and in some parts the forest looked like ove ot 
masts. Such effects will not excite surprise if 
figures like the following be considered: A twig 
from a lime was weighed, and the ce show- 
ed 60 grammes per decimeter of length; the 
same twig. deprived of ice, weighed only 05 
gramme. A leaf of laurel carried a carapace 
of ice weighing 70 grammes. All objects ex- 
posed were alike covered with ice. M. Picbourg, 
writing from Fontainebleau, mentions that 
shrubs with persistent leaves, such as rhododen- 
drons and alaterns, became one block of ice, 
throunh which leaves and branches could be dis- 
tinguished pretty well., Fir trees and the 
had the appearance of a huge pyramid of ice, 
each group of branches being weighed down on 
the one below, and the lowest on the 
These trees and evergreen shrubs broke up 
mostly during the thaw, which commenced ou 
the 25th. The fracturing of the leafless trees, 
on the other hand, occurred earlier, as the ie
